one image, backwind the film, and re- 
expose for the second image. Unless you 
have a rather expensive movie camera 
you probably don’t have a backwind de- 
vice. With 3V Tri-Vision, even the sim- 
plest 8mm camera can be converted to 
do things that only its high priced 
cousins have been able to-do until now. 
Ghost images, unusual titles and ab- 
stract filming are a lot easier for the 
man with a simple camera or even more 
expensive models. 


With the eyepiece removed, the attach- 
ment can serve as matte box for single, 
and double wipes, and fades. 


The 3V Tri-Vision attachment can 
also be employed as a matte box, a de- 
vice for making fades and wipes. The 
eyepiece is removed, and side covers in- 
serted to block images not coming from 
in front of the camera. Fiber inserts are 
provided for double and single wipes 
along with a fadeout strip with grada- 
tions from clear to completely dark.

Editor’s Note: What’s Photography Place like? Here’s 
writer-photographer Ted Russell’s account of the pho- 
tographic studio where the two prizewinners of the 
“Win a Career Contest” (see pages 26 and 27) will 
be apprenticed. 

The grey overhead doors slid open and a sleek. 
highly polished 1956 Pontiac drove smoothly up the 
concrete ramp. An alert assistant motioned the driver 
to stop, darted in front of the car and moved four 2000 
watt spot lights out of its path. To the left, photographer 
Ernst Beadle peered through the ground glass of his 
8x10 Deardorf at a breath-taking, beautiful blonde 
model wearing a resplendent red dress. To the right. 
photographer Bruce Knight worked quietly and pa- 
tiently arranging and rearranging thoysands of dollars 
worth of jewelry. It was just another typical day at 
Photography Place’s 45th St. studio in Manhattan. 

What exactly is “Photography Place?” Photography 
Place represents a relatively new concept in the still 
photography business utilizing three huge fully-

equipped studios, two in New York and one in Detroit. 

Studio policy embodies the newest concept of modern 
advertising photography—to combine the highest type 
editorial talent with experienced advertising direction 
to produce advertising photographs of a consistently 
high calibre-—to utilize the talents of photographers 
who have achieved world wide recognition in the edi- 
torial sphere into the realm of “visual advertising.” 
The current strong trend in advertising illustration is 
(and has been for the past decade) toward the use of 
photography as the most convincing means of illustrat- 
ing a product.

Eastman Kodak Revises 
Developing Times For 
Black-and-white Films 


Welcome news from Rochester, N. Y. 
Eastman Kodak Co. has revised the de- 
veloping recommendations for black- 
and-white 35mm and roll films and film 
packs. The new information is given 
below. 

To appreciate the significance of this, 
some background is needed. For years, 
many darkroom workers have contended 
that some of the Kodak developing rec- 
ommendations were unrealistic, in that 
they practically guaranteed overdevelop- 
ment, with resulting excessive contrast 
and graininess. This debate, in which 
Mopern’s editors have taken a very 
active role, has been carried on verbally 
and in print. The main topic of con- 
troversy has been the fate of the 35mm 


negative when subjected to such treat- 
ment. 

The new developing times indicate 
several things: First, awareness of the 
enormous growth in importance of the 
small film cameras and the need for im- 
proving the quality of the developed 
negatives. Second, a new look at the re- 
quirements of the small negative in 
terms of contrast, density, graininess, 
ease of printing. Third, positive action 
to implement the first two. 

The combination of the excellent new 
films which are now reaching the market 
and these more reasonable developing 
times should have an important effect 
on the technical quality of both amateur 
and professional photography.—4J. w.

NEW KIN-DAR HYPO-STEREO 
ATTACHMENT FOR CLOSEUPS 


Plenty of articles have been written about 
making closeup stereo pictures with cam- 
eras not specifically designed for closeup 
3D. Here’s a lens attachment, however, that’s 
tailored especially for closeups, portraits, 
flowers, insects, medical or dental work. In 
fact the attachment was specifically de- 
signed to work properly at camera to 
subject distances of 9 inches or less. The 
Kin-Dar Hypo-Stereo Attachment ($179.50) 
will fit in place of the lens on any Exakta 
V or VX 35mm camera body. Make sure 
your camera has a lens flange with outside 
bayonet fittings (late models). This is 
needed to hold the attachment in place. Old 
style flanges will be replaced at nominal 
cost either by the Exakta Co. or by Speed- 
light Center. It consists of two 35mm £/3.5 





Here’s the Kin-Dar Hypo-Stereo attach- 
ment on the Exakta. The press but- 
ton resets the automatic diaphragm 
to maximum opening after exposure. 


Steinheil Cassar lenses mounted approxi- 
mately 15mm apart. A septum (see pic- 
ture) divides the camera interior into two 
sections, keeping the images from overlap- 
ping. You must install and remove the Kin- 
Dar Attachment with the Exakta mirror up. 
The septum contains anautomatic diaphragm 
device which automatically closes down the 
two lenses to any predetermined stop when 
the shutter release on the camera is pressed. 
The camera mirror itself, as it sweeps up- 
wards, controls the automatic diaphragm. 

The Kin-Dar attachment does not have 
any focusing device. Its normal working dis- 
tance, without supplementary lenses, is 





Septum which divides the interior of 
Exakta camera keeps image from over- 
lapping, also contains the trigger 
mechanism for automatic diaphragm. 
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about 9 inches with a field size of approxi- 
mately 3% x 5 inches. With one 300mm 
accessory achromatic supplementary lens 
‘supplied by Kin-Dar at $22.50 apiece), 
the working distance is about 514 inches 
and the field about 2% x 2% inches. With 
two supplementary lenses, working distance 
is cut down to about 4 inches with a field 
size of 1% x 2 inches; with three supple- 
mentary lenses, the distance is 354 inches 
and the field about 1% x 154 inches. The 
supplementary lenses have male and female 
threads and attach directly to the Hypo- 
Stereo device and to each other. 

In taking the stereo pictures with the at- 
tachment you can use either the Penta Prism 
or the waist level finder for framing and 
focusing. A celluloid ground glass mask 
which comes with the device masks off one 
of the two images. The mask has a center 
cross to help center and frame your sub- 
ject. 

The stereo pairs when returned from the 
processor occupy a single 35mm 24 x 36mm 
frame. You can view these as is with a Leitz 
Stereo Viewing Unit. However, there’s also 
a special Speedlight Center stereo mount if 
you want to use a regular 3D viewer or pro- 
jector. However, you'll have to cut the stereo 
pairs apart to use the Speedlight Center 
ultra close-up mount. Inexpensive cardboard 
mounts are supplied by the Armme Co. 
These are best used for hand-viewing only. 

Pictures made with and without the ach- 
romatic supplementary lenses were techni- 
cally excellent. With a Speedlight Center 





For lighting, you can attach a Speed- 
light Center Closeup Ring and Mighty 
Light electronic flash unit to the front 
of the Kin-Dar device. 


Closeup Ring and Mighty Light electronic 
flash unit (see picture) extremely small 
aperture shots (to £/45) with an amazing 
amount of depth could be made. 

One caution! For proper viewing and pro- 
jection, do not include too much depth. 
Backgrounds and foregrounds should be 
fairly close to the main subject. The Kin- 
Dar Hypo-Stereo Attachment worked ex- 
tremely well on a variety of subjects at dif- 
ferent distances. Anyone really hep on stereo 
photography can find with it a new world 
of stereo right under his nose.

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What’s Ahead?

Information theory: does it 
apply to practical photography? 


In this day of 
automation, cy- 
bernetics, and 
digital computers 
there is a tend- 
ency for us to 
disregard human 
abilities. Why 
think or make ar- 
duous efforts to- 
ward unusual at- 
tainments when 
scientists tell us 
that machines can accomplish in a few 
hours what it would take man a year 
or more to do? They even have electro- 
mechanical robots that do a fair job 
at translating. Russian into English. 
To most of us this is super-human! 

The photographic process, too, is 
undergoing the. scrutinizing analysis 
of information theory. We see expres- 
sions like ‘maximum bits of informa- 
tion,” “signal-to-noise ratio,” etc., in 
recent treatises, and often have to 
check the title of the article or book 
to see if it really concerns the subject 
of photography. After reading several 
papers containing such lingo we begin 
to think that we understand what is 
going on, and tend to assume that 
what we previously learned about pho- 
tography was rather superficial. Well, 
a lot of it was. But it’s a greet mis- 
take—when the particular merits of 
this new approach in interpreting the 
photographic process are realized—to 
believe that a pure analytical ration- 
alization of properties can ever replace 
the human mind. 


Always try things on for size 

I once had a chemistry professor 
who constantly preached the value of 
visualizing the order of a result before 
tackling a problem. If all things in- 
volved go in one direction, he would 
say, and you are dealing in tons, it is 
not likely that an answer in terms of 
milligrams will be correct. 

In considering information theory 
as applied to the photographic process 
it is not difficult to arrive at a general 
idea of its ultimate limits of value if 
you regard it in a similar “size” frame- 
work. The mere fact that an automatic 
computer can come up with an answer 
to a complicated mathematical for- 
mula in a billionth of the time it would 
take the most adept human to do the 
job means very little. Admittedly, the 
computer can accomplish some tasks 
much faster than man, but the spread, 
for example, between one hour (com- 
puter) and one hundred years (man) 
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is peanuts when you consider the fac- 
ulties of the human brain in proper 
perspective. A one one-hundredth sec- 
ond glance at a good looking girl is 
sufficient for a man to make a hopeful 
decision. If you would feed all of the 
functions upon which such a decision 
is based into a computer, it would be 
engaged for one hundred years to 
reach the decision. 

What I am trying to say—and prob- 
ably not too well—is that greatness 
(or rapidity), regardless of impres- 
sionable magnitude, embodies a finite, 
i.e., a specific and enumerable quantity, 
which is transcended by processes of 
thought. In making such a statement 
I doubt that I have stuck my neck out, 
because the reactions I shall receive 
from readers on this concept alone 
will vary all over the lot. That is, there 
is no predictable or provable answer 
to any question where human beings 
are the final criteria. 

Now you might reason that this is 
true at present only because we lack 
many of the data about human beings 
that are necessary to derive a univer- 
sally adaptable reaction pattern. If 
that’s your train of thought, it’s time 
to reconsider the advice of my chem- 
istry “prof’’ regarding order of results. 

First let’s consider the biggest num- 
ber we can imagine. The number of 
grains of sand on all the beaches 
throughout the world? No. They 
amount to less than 1030, i.e., 1 fol- 
lowed by 30 zeros. A big number, in- 
deed, but not nearly as big as the 
number of electrons in the entire uni- 
verse, which Sir Arthur Eddington 
calculated to be 136.2256, or 15,747,724,- 
136,275,002,577,605,653,96 1,181,555, - 
468,044,717,914,527,116,709,336,231, - 
425,076,185,631,031,276. Eddington said 
that there are an equal number of 
protons. It would appear, then, that 
this covers the works, and nothing 
countable could be greater. But wait! 
The total number of possible moves in 
a chess game is even bigger—1010°°. 
These are truly big numbers, but they 
are countable by one means or another. 

How do such quantities compare to 
the number of interpretive evaluations 
of all human minds, even during 2 
given time period, to all photographs. 
They become small fractions of the 
totality of the different reactions of 
human beings to a selection of pictures 
when viewed under all conditions and 
under all circumstances. A statistical 
study under controlled conditions may 
be made to determine the overall in- 
fluence of specific picture character- 
istics, .e.g., glossy versus matte sur- 
face; light versus dark prints, etc., but

ILFORD HPS: 





FASTEST 35MM FILM?

THE BOUNDARIES of 35mm film speed have been given 
another shove out into areas that could hardly have 
been imagined not long ago. That’s our reaction after 
working with Ilford HPS 35mm film. This British-made 
import appears to be considerably faster than any other 
35mm film currently available. By “considerably” we 
mean 2X to 3X, or a speed advantage of one full stop 
or more over its nearest competitor, Kodak Tri-X, when 
both are developed as recommended by the manufac- 
turers. However, before proceeding any further it’s 
necessary to point out that this speed advantage seems 
to have been gained at the expense of extra graininess 
and some loss of image quality. 

HPS is the identification label of a whole family of 
Ilford films and glass plates. Back in Sept. 1953 
Mopberwn’s tests of HPS plates showed them to be slightly 
faster than anything else available at the time. Recent 
work with HPS roll film indicated that it might have a 
little edge in speed over Tri-X under some conditions, 
but was not conclusively faster (a sample of the ex- 
cellent picture quality obtainable with HPS roll film is 
shown on page 63). 

Therefore, we were somewhat surprised when the 
first results of the 35mm film tests began to take shape. 
In fact, we were so surprisec that we went back and 
made all the tests over again seve. al times just to make 
sure no errors had been made. 


How the tests were made 

When testing a new product, the general approach of 
MopeErn’s editors is to try to determine what happens 
if you use the product as recommended by the manu- 
facturer. After that, if there seems to be a different, 
more desirable way to use a product, we'll explore that 
too. 

For a patient subject we picked a Houdon bust of 
Ben Franklin, which stands before an intricate wall 
tapestry in the Metropolitan Museum of Art. The 
marble represents an entire highlight area. However, 
the shadows cast by the ceiling light create variations 
in tone within the highlight area. The dark tapestry 
acts as a general shadow area, while its variations in

color provide additional degrees of light and dark. It is 
an exceptionally good subject for such a test. 

Many sets of exposures on HPS and Tri-X were made 
in the same camera one day. Shutter speed for all shots 
was 1/60 second; lighting conditions did not change. 
However, each strip was given a range of exposures 
from f/2 to {/16, so each contained overexposed, nor- 
mally exposed, and underexposed pictures of the same 
subject. Then these strips were developed in various 
ways, each being carefully identified to avoid confusion. 

After development, similarly exposed “normal” 
negatives (all £/5.6 at 1/60) were labeled by means of 
letters inked on the emulsion, to provide positive identi- 
fication in the prints. Then pairs of similarly exposed 
negatives were placed side by side in an oversized 
negative carrier in an enlarger and-were printed simul- 
taneously on a single sheet of 11 x 14 paper with a 
single exposure. When this was developed, two images 
appeared side by side and any differences in the densi- 
ties of the negatives became immediately apparent in 


the adjoining pictures (see page 55). By printing both 
images on a single sheet, possible variations in print 
exposure and development were avoided. 

In addition, 11 x 14 glossies were made of each of the 
letter labeled negatives to give an idea of how they 
stacked up in overall appearance. 


The developers which were used 

Ilford recommends two of its own powerful, medium- 
fine grain developers for use with HPS 35mm film: the 
standard one is ID-11 (14 min. at 68F) which is the 
same as D-76, so D-76 was substituted for it in these 
tests. For maximum film speed there is Microphen (15 
min. at 68F) which was the first of the Phenidone-type 
developers to be marketed. 

First, strips of HPS and Tri-X were developed as 
recommended in D-76. Similarly exposed negatives 
were printed together as described above. In the HPS 
print, tapestry detail showed clearly and the marble 
statue was fully exposed. In the Tri-X print the tapestry 











detail was less visible and the statue looked dark gray 
in comparison to that shown in the HPS print. This 
does not mean that there was no tapestry detail in the 
Tri-X negative, nor that the statue could not have been 
well printed. It does mean that the HPS negative was 
more dense overall (more fully exposed) and that it 
contained much more shadow detail. The HPS negative 
indicated a speed advantage of about one full stop over 
the Tri-X negative with similar exposure and normal 
development in D-76. It also appeared to be more con- 
trasty than the Tri-X negative, with harsh highlights. 

One of the HPS strips was then developed in Micro- 
phen for 15 minutes at 68F. When dry, a negative 
from it was printed alongside a similarly exposed Tri-X 
negative developed in D-76 for 12 minutes (the same 
one described in the preceding paragraph). This time 
the difference was even more marked. The HPS nega- 
tive displayed very much more shadow detail and a 
corresponding increase in density in the highlight 
areas (photos below). In this instance, the indicated 
speed advantage of the HPS appeared to be more than 
one full stop, but less than two full stops. 

Don’t misinterpret the photos below; the Tri-X 
negative could have been printed somewhat better than 
this picture shows it to be. However, the HPS negative 
was much more fully exposed and denser in both 
shadows and highlights, and when they were printed 
simultaneously the thinner Tri-X negative let too much 
light through. The resulting Tri-X print was darker 
than the print made from HPS. 


HPS (cont.) 


A third comparison test was made. Strips of HPS 
and Tri-X were developed simultaneously in FR X-500 
developer diluted 1:10 with water, for 10 minutes at 
70F. Similarly exposed negatives were printed simul- 
taneously. The speed advantage of the HPS appeared 
to be about one full stop in both shadows and high- 
lights. (There is a complete story about X-500 de- 
veloper for 35mm film beginning on page 60.) 


The picture taking results 


In addition to the tests described, HPS and Tri-X 
were put to the practical test of shooting many pictures 
under extremely bad light conditions. For this we went 
to the night indoor polo matches, carrying a brand 
new Canon V camera with f/1.2 lens (see page 64). In 
the arena the needle of a Weston Master III meter 
registered between .2 and .4 when the cell was aimed 
at a bright area on the sleeve of a light tan raincoat. 
This is about the dimmest light the Weston Master 
can measure. Here, the combination of superfast lens, 
superspeed film, and powerful developer paid off. We 
exposed HPS and Tri-X at 1/125 second and f/1.2. 
The speed advantage of the HPS showed up here, too. 
However, we also got printable Tri-X negatives. 

Here are some impressions based on the results of 
these tests. Ilford HPS 35mm film seems to have a dis- 
tinct speed advantage over Tri-X. Ilford recommends 
an exposure index of 400 in daylight (320 would be 
correct for tungsten) for A.S.A. scale exposure meters. 
There is no question that if (Continued on page 106)

(medium speed) ; Tri-X (very high speed). This cor- 
responds to the 35mm lineup, except that in 35mm the 
medium speed film is called Plus-X. In the roll films, 
Kodak stuck to the name Verichrome (and added 
“Pan”) because that is the name of its well known 
snapshot film. And Verichrome Pan will continue in 
the Verichrome yellow box with red and black checks. 

Now here’s something unique in photographic his- 
tory. The Verichrome Pan which Kodak is offering as 
a “snapshot” film exceeds in quality and ability the 
old Plus-X and Super-XX roll films—which were 
always considered to be films for advanced amateurs 
and professionals. 

Verichrome Pan has a “normal” exposure index of 
80 for daylight, 64 for tungsten. But it has reserve speed 
to burn. If you use the normal exposure index and de- 
velop as recommended, overexposed negatives are 
certain to result (this is picture insurance for box 
camera operators, but need not be binding on photog- 
raphers with adjustable cameras). If you follow the 
recommended development, you can double the ex- 
posure indexes (use 160 and 125) with absolute as- 
surance of full bodied negatives. For very best results 
with this film, we found that meter settings of 320 for 
daylight and 250 for tungsten were ideal. However, 
there are a couple of conditions: 

You must base your exposure on careful meter read- 
ings of those areas of the subject which contain im- 
portant shadow detail. You must develop in a powerful, 
but soft working, medium-fine grain developer. 


How to develop Verichrome Pan 

The first Verichrome Pan roll film to reach the market 
carried development recommendations of 18 minutes 
in D-76 and 25 minutes in Microdol at 68F! This was 
strangely out of line with the current trend to shorter 
development times, which has even been reflected in 
Kodak literature. However, tests indicated that those 
films needed that much development in order to func- 
tion properly. ; 

The situation soon changed and current Verichrome 
Pan roll films carry instructions to be developed 12 
minutes in D-76 or Microdol at 68F, with agitation for 
5 seconds every 30 seconds (exception to this is the

Bantam size, 828, which should get 8 minutes in D-76 
and 10 minutes in Microdol). So, it behooves you to 
look at the instruction sheet, to determine which film 
you have, and develop accordingly. There seems to be | 
no noticeable difference in the quality of the films— | 
just in the developing times. ) 
Another developer which works extremely well with ) 
Verichrome Pan is FR X-500, diluted 1:10 with water, 
for 10 minutes at 70F (see Foolproof 24% x 2%, Film 
Processing, MopERN, April 1956). | 
With the recommended D-76 (or X-500) develop- 
ment, Verichrome Pan produces beautiful negatives , 
which can be enlarged greatly without graininess be- 1 
coming objectionable—in fact, you can barely see any 
graininess. The general impression of a print well made 
from a Verichrome Pan negative is that the images 
are extremely sharp; yet there is an overall “smooth” ' 
look to the picture. With development in Microdol, the 
lack of graininess approaches the results achieved with

Panatomic-X, and it would require very big enlarge- 
ment and keen eyes to detect any real differences in 
apparent graininess. However. the Panatomic-X and 
D-76 combination seems to give slightly crisper detail 
than Verichrome Pan and Microdol. Here again, the 
enlargement must be great. the subject suitable. and the 
eyes sharp to spot the difference. 

Verichrome Pan is also available in film packs. up 
to 4 x 5 inches. Recommended development times in 
D-76 and Microdol are: for trays, 11 minutes, with 
agitation 5 seconds each minute: for deep tanks. 14 
minutes, same agitation. This is a fine film pack ma- 
terial for use with press type cameras. 


Verichrome Pan vs. old Plus-X 


Comparison of two first-class films to determine 
which one is “better” is a tricky matter. However, some 
points are more obvious than others and we might as 
well begin with the easiest. In giant enlargements, Veri-

chrome Pan shows less graininess than the old Plus-X 
roll film. Such graininess as is apparent in Verichrome 
Pan seems to have an extremely even pattern; the old 
Plus-X pattern appears to be slightly more irregular 
and rougher looking. As a result, prints made from 
Verichrome Pan look a bit crisper and “smoother” 
than those made from the old Plus-X. Information from 
Kodak states that Verichrome Pan’s emulsion actually 
does make sharper pictures than the old Plus-X emul- 
sion did. We had no way to check this scientifically, 
but judged from a picture making standpoint. Veri- 
chrome Pan is a superb film. 

Comparisons of speed and contrast must take into 
consideration development. The last marketed Plus-X 
roll film had a recommended development of 18 min- 
utes in D-76. (However. it’s no secret that this resulted 
in gross over-development—1l2 to 14 minutes gave 
much better results.) Rolls of this film and current 
Verichrome Pan were simi- (Continued on page 114) 
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PANATOMIC-X 
ROLL FILM IS BACK 


A GREAT NEW FILM with an old name is back on dealers’ 
shelves again. It’s Panatomic-X roll film, companion to 
the ultra-fine grain 35mm film described in the March, 
1956 issue of Mopern. And if you’re the kind of person 
who dotes on really sharp pictures, like the kind in 
which you can count a cat’s whiskers, then give Pan- 
atomic-X roll film a whirl. 

Eastman Kodak Co. discontinued Panatomic-X roll 
film in 1941. The old roll film never enjoyed quite the 
same popularity among photographers as did Pan- 
atomic-X 35mm film, which was also out of circulation 
for some years. The new Panatomic-X roll film is in 
every way superior to the old one. We predict that it 
will play an important part in spreading to the larger 
roll film cameras the interest in picture quality which 
has recently been revived in the 35mm miniature field. 

The new Panatomic-X is the “slowest” of Kodak’s 
three current roll films, but it is just as fast as “medium 
speed” films were not long ago, and “fast” films were 
some years before that. The “normal” exposure index 
is 25 for daylight, 20 for tungsten. However, with a 
meter setting of 25 and recommended development in 
D-76, negatives were a bit too dense. We got better re- 
sults with a meter set to 50 for daylight. There is no 
doubt that with careful use of an exposure meter the 
film can easily be exposed at an index of 80, provided 
that the subject and lighting are of medium to low con- 
trast. 

Kodak recommends tank development in D-76 for 7 
minutes at 68F with 5 seconds agitation every 30 sec- 
onds. Quite a few rolls were done that way and the re- 
sults were excellent. Even after great enlargement the 
pictures had a smooth, sharp look, without any apparent 
graininess. There seems to be no valid reason to use 
special fine grain developers; in fact, such developers 
may actually cut down image sharpness and produce 
inferior results. 

Correctly exposed Panatomic-X responds beautifully 
to electronic flash; with units having a flash duration in 
the range from 1/750 to 1/1500 sec., normal develop- 
ment is quite satisfactory. The combination of the speed 
light’s ability to stop motion and the film’s ability to 


record fine detail produces astoundingly sharp pictures. 

When used with any speed light, the guide number 
for Panatomic-X should be about 214X to 3X the guide 
number for correctly exposed Kodachrome, Daylight 
Type. For example, the picture opposite was made with 
a small FR electronic flash, using a guide number of 
75; with this unit the useful guide number for Koda- 
chrome, Daylight Type is about 30. 

Panatomic-X has good exposure latitude. It is a fine 
choice for all types of scenic pictures, for architecture, 
for scientific or close-up work, for portraits of small 
creatures, or wherever great enlargement, minimum 
graininess, maximum image detail are necessary or de- 
sirable. It’s not a “snapshot” film for indiscriminate box 
camera use. Nor does it require any special technical 
or artistic skill to use it well. It’s just a film for people 
who want really top grade pictures.—JOHN WOLBARST

NOTHING IS MORE CONSTANT than the 35mm photog- 
rapher’s urge to take pictures in places where there 
isn’t much light. To satisfy this urge, lenses have gotten 
bigger and films have been made faster; examples of 
phenomenal achievements in both those fields are to 
be found elsewhere in this magazine. 

To superspeed films and superfast lenses we want 
to add the third important element—a powerful but 
soft working semi-fine grain developer which will de- 
liver all the speed inherent in the film and still produce 
pictures of excellent quality. We have one. In the 
opinion of MopERn’s editors it combines many desirable 
characteristics. 

The developer is FR X-500, diluted 1:10 with water. 
It contains the new developing agent called Phenidone. 
It delivers maximum film speed; it gives negatives of 
moderate contrast which are easily printable and not 
objectionably grainy. And most desirable, it is simple 
to use, readily obtainable and not expensive. You take 
a small amount of developer, dilute it, develop a couple 
of rolls of film in a double reel tank for 10 minutes at 
70F, then toss out the developer. No fuss or mess with 
replenishment; no special techniques involved. 

As marketed by FR Corp., X-500 is intended for use 
at 1:3 dilution—that will really jar a 35mm film! 
The results with 35mm film are unpleasing, due to ex- 
cessive graininess and contrast. The advantages of using 
X-500 at 1:10 dilution were first called to our attention 
by Charles Hellman, a teacher in the Bronx High 
School of Science, and longtime contributor to MODERN. 
Sensitometric and practical tests by Hellman and FR 
Corp. technicians indicated that development for 10 
minutes at 70F in the 1:10 dilution produced the best 
balance of film speed, graininess, and contrast. 

It was found that the developer did its best work 
with modern, fast 35mm _films—specifically Kodak 
Tri-X and new Plus-X, Ilford HPS and HP3. 


How we tested X-500 at 1:10 

Mopern’s editors took the two fastest 35mm films 
available—Kodak Tri-X and Ilford HPS—and made a 
series of similar exposures with them. The subject was 
the marble bust shown on page 60. This was part of a 
series of film-developer tests which are fully described 
in the article on Ilford HPS beginning on page 52, 
which you may find of interest. 

Then we developed strips of Tri-X in X-500 and in 
D-76 (12 min. at 68F), the developer which Kodak 
recommends for maximum film speed with medium- 
fine grain and moderate contrast. For the HPS strips 
we used X-500 and Ilford’s own Microphen (15 min. at 
68F), the first of the Phenidone developers to be 
marketed, and the one Ilford recommends for maxi- 
mum film speed. Here’s the story of the results. 

The strips developed in X-500 showed just as much 
film speed as those developed in either D-76 or Micro- 
phen. This was evidenced in the amount of detail in the 
shadow areas. It was in the highlight areas that X-500 
appeared to give better results than D-76 and to have a 
slight advantage over Microphen. 


The highlight areas of the negatives developed in 
X-500 were less dense than those produced by D-76 or 
Microphen. More highlight detail showed up in the 
X-500 negatives; there was less contrast between the 
highlight and shadow areas. All this adds up to easier 
printing and better picture quality. 

In apparent graininess there did not seem to be much 
to choose between the three developers. Certainly 
X-500 was no worse than the other two and under some 
conditions it seemed to give slightly less graininess. 


What the four pictures mean 

The pairs of pictures on the preceding pages are 
intended to show the differences between the various 
similarly exposed negatives after development in X-500 
and D-76, and X-500 and Microphen. The D-76 and 
Microphen negatives could have been printed separately 
much better than they are shown here. However, the 
technique of simultaneous printing of pairs of negatives 
on a single sheet of paper is intended merely to show 
the differences in negative densities. These pictures are 
not absolutely accurate indications of all the picture 
information in the various negatives. They do show 
with reasonable accuracy the differences between the 
negatives. Even this information may be blurred 
slightly by the limitations of the photo-mechanical 


“processes of magazine reproduction. 


Why X-500 at 1:10 works that way 


There seem to be three main reasons why X-500 can 
give not only full film speed but better highlight rendi- 
tion and lower contrast than D-76. 

The first reason is that it is (Continued on page 124)

first camera to be offered with a choice of an ultra-fast 
50mm, £/1.2 lens, a 50mm, f/1.8 lens, or a semi-wide- 
angle 35mm, f/1.8 lens as standard equipment. 

It is the only camera with a lens-coupled combined 
rangefinder-viewfinder having a variable field to match 
either the 50mm “normal” lens or the semi-wide-angle 
35mm lens. Thus, no accessory viewfinder is necessary 
when using the 35mm semi-wide-angle lens. This is a 
distinct advantage for those photographers who think 
the 35mm lens is ideal for most miniature camera work. 
particularly in color (and we do think so). Working 
with such a combination is an entirely new experience. 
and we liked it. 

Here are some of the main features of this latest addi-

tion to the line made by Canon Camera Co., Tokyo. 
The basic cloth focal plane shutter and its mechanism 
remain the same. Shutter speeds are 1/1000, 1/500, 
1/250, 1/125, 1/60, 1/30 (all on the high speed dial), 
1/15, 1/8, 1/4, 1/2, and 1 second. Notice that each 
setting gives either half or double the exposure of the 
next setting. This makes exposure determination and 
setting very easy—not all cameras have this arrange- 
ment of shutter speeds. Your choice of shutter speed 
may be set before or after cocking and the shutter 
mechanism works quietly and smoothly. 

Film advance and shutter winding is done with a 
rapid wind lever which folds into the baseplate when 
not in use. The action is rapid—one stroke—and easy. 

The lens threading and rangefinder coupling have

not been changed. All older Canon lenses will fit. 

The flash attachment has been simplified, and a tiny 
B-C gun will be available soon. This clips onto an un- 
obtrusive fitting on the side of the camera. A sync 
control lever under the shutter speed dial gives a choice 
of FP and M or XF and F synchronization, and in con- 
junction with the shutter speed setting dial automati- 
cally sets the delay mechanism for proper syne. A built- 
in self-timer allows you about 10 seconds before trip- 
ping the shutter. 


The viewfinder-rangefinder 


The single window combined range-viewfinder has 
a good-sized eyepiece, gives a bright image, and is 
actuated by focusing the lens. A small knurled-edge

wheel on the back of the camera is used to shift the field 
of view from that of the normal (50mm) lens to the 
semi-wide-angle (35mm) lens, or to a third position 
which gives a greatly enlarged image for fine focusing. 
The field of view of the third position is very small and 
seems not to correspond with that for any particular 
lens. The shift in fields and magnification is accom- 
plished by rotating a small prism turret within the 
rangefinder housing. Previous Canons have had a 
similar turret, but the range of fields of view covered 
did not include that of the 35mm lens. 

The view-rangefinder mechanism does not have 
built-in parallax compensation. However, we experi- 
enced no difficulty when using the 35mm lens. When 
lenses of longer than 50mm focal length are used, ac-

cessory viewfinders are required. By means of a neat 
mechanism, these viewfinders are provided with auto- 
matic parallax compensation. A glance at the accessory 
shoe will reveal the end of a blunt metal pin (see photo 
bottom, left, page 67). This pin is connected to the 
rangefinder mechanism in such a way that when you 
focus, the pin is raised or lowered a small amount. This 
movement is just enough to tilt the eyepiece of the 
accessory viewfinder to compensate for the parallax 
error at any distance. 

The accessory viewfinders are well designed and 
nicely made. There is one multi-field zoom-type finder 
for the long focus and tele lenses. Separate finders are 
provided for the wide-angle lenses. 


Changes in the camera body 


The body has been changed radically. The entire 
back plate is hinged and opens for loading or cleaning. 
Previous Canons loaded through the bottom. The take- 
up spool is permanently fastened to the camera, and 
the loading technique is unusual. First, the film tongue 
is inserted in a slot in the take-up spool so as to engage 
a small peg in one of the sprocket holes. After a pre- 
liminary wind or two of the take-up spool to get the 
film started (a knurled flange at one end of the spool 
is provided for this purpose) you drop the cartridge 
into the chamber at the other end of the camera. 

We had a distinct impression that this system could 
be improved by making the spool slot deeper and the 
little peg somewhat longer. The back plate carries a 
hold-down roller to prevent film curl, and a leaf spring 
to keep the cartridge in position. 

The film advance-rewind control is in the form of a

collar around the shutter release. The rewind knob is 
retractable, and ordinarily flush with the top oi the 
camera body. To use it, you flick a flat lever (photo 
bottom, left, page 67) and the rewind knob springs up 
slightly and can be raised further. It was our opinion 
that a camera designed for such rapid use should also 
have a faster rewinding system—for instance, a crank. 
In some situations an entire film could be exposed more 
rapidly than it could be rewound into the cartridge. 

Everything about the camera body indicated 
thoughtful design, good workmanship, materials and 
finish. It also has eye appeal. 


The f/1.2 lens: a $64 question 


How do you go about evaluating a camera with an 
f/1.2 lens as standard equipment? What standards 
apply? What comparisons can you make? This report is 
based on the results of extensive practical picture mak- 
ing and careful examination of the lenses by a topgrade 
optical expert with ample equipment, skill, and experi- 
ence in testing lenses for 35mm cameras. 

When do you use f/1.2? It was our opinion that this 
was an emergency lens setting, to use where nothing 
else could do the trick. So we made some tests at a 
dimly lit indoor polo match, and determined the com- 
bination of film-exposure-development which would 
take advantage of every bit of the film’s reserve speed 
and latitude. At £/1.2 and 1/125 second sufficient action 
was stopped, usable pictures resulted, negatives were 
easily printable (see pages 53 and 55). We tried the 
same thing with f{/2; result, total failure. An aperture 
of {/1.2 gives you almost 3X (2.8X, to be exact) as 
much light on the film as f/2. This is a formidable

improvement in exposure, where the film has been 
pushed to its limits and a fast shutter is needed. 

No one would be rash enough to claim that these 
11x14 prints were razor sharp, or of the topmost pho- 
tographic quality. There was a noticeable light loss 
at the sides of the prints (this is to be expected with 
such a lens at f/1.2), and definition there was also not 
too good. In the central two-thirds of the negative the 
lighting was more even, and there was reasonably good 
definition, though by no means critically sharp. How- 
ever, at £/1.2 the depth of field (zone which is in sharp 
focus) is so shallow that it was difficult to tell whether 
the unsharpness was due to the lens or the position of 
the subject. In some pictures, a halo effect appeared 
around the edges of some light colored objects, indicat- 
ing some flare in the lens. 

But keep this in mind. Many 11x14 straight prints, 
with the defects noted, were presented to a wide variety 
of viewers—photo editors, horse lovers, amateur pho- 
tographers, and people with no interest in photography 
but who liked pictures. Without exception they paid no 
heed to anything except the subject matter. Therefore, 
it’s our opinion that a lens which can take pictures 
at {/1.2 is a useful, in fact essential piece of equip- 
ment for this extremely difficult photographic problem. 
And the pictures were good enough technically for pub- 
lication in any magazine. 

Picture quality and light distribution improved pro- 
gressively as the lens was stopped down. At f/1.4 the 
difference was just noticeable. At {/2 it was the equal 
of a very good f/2 lens, and at £/2.8 it was the equal 
of an excellent {/2.8 lens. So having an f/1.2 aperture 
has not harmed the rest of (Continued on page 117)

“L” stands for Light Value Scale on the new Voigt- 
lander Vitessa L, a 35mm folding bellows camera. 
Together with the camera’s built-in photo-electric ex- 
posure meter, it lets you reduce the time lag between 
seeing and taking well-exposed pictures. First you set 
the film speed rating (see center picture). Then aim 
the meter, read the indicated light value (say 11). 
and set the LVS lever to the same value. From then 
on when you change the shutter speed, the f/stop ad- 
justs automatically, and vice-versa. 

This, plus the release-plunger system already as- 
sociated with the name Vitessa, really allows you to 
shoot fast with the camera. One model Vitessa L comes 
with a six-element, 50mm, f/2 Ultron at $159.50; the 
other with a four element, 50mm, f/2.8 Color-Skopar 
at $139.50. There is also a standard Vitessa with LVS 
but no meter, and a four-element, £/3.5 Color-Skopar 
lens, at $99.50. Leather case, $10.50. The picture, top, 
left, shows how to hold the camera so you can shoot 
without removing your eye from the bright combined 
rangefinder-viewfinder. First, the finger, at left presses 
the shutter release. Then the finger at right depresses 
the plunger to advance the film and film counter, and 
cock the shutter. The focusing wheel on the back of 
the camera (see center picture) is operated by the right 
thumb. 

As on former Vitessas, the closed doors protect the 
lens and permit you to slip the camera in your pocket 
or purse without an additional protecting case. For 
carrying, the plunger is depressed and stays down. But 
this motion does not advance the film if the camera 
doors are closed. Since you can close the camera with- 
out setting the footage to infinity, it’s easy to preset 
distance by using the footage scale (center picture). 
Each Vitessa L also has: speeds from 1 sec. to 1/500 
and B, Synchro-Compur L shutter, M-X sync, self-timer, 
double exposure prevention (but provision for making 
double exposures), automatic parallax compensation, 
die-cast steel construction, 
and accepts European push- 
on type flash contacts.

KALLOFLEX 


What features do you look for in a twin-lens reflex 
camera? Quick operation, a good lens, a bright view- 
finder? Let’s take a look at the new Kalloflex Automat 
Reflex, a recent twin-lens 214x214 Japanese import, and 
see how it stacks up. With a flip of the finger the hood is 
unlatched, and you view an image which is unusually 
bright from corner to corner. This is formed by an f/3 
viewing lens, and a condenser lens which is finely 
ground on the bottom to act as a ground glass. There 
are four etched grid lines for centering and composing. 
And a 2.5X magnifier plus sportsfinder complete the 
viewing system. 

You can shoot quickly because you focus with the 
right hand, and press the release button with the left. 
A single stroke of the advance crank advances the film, 
cocks the shutter and sets the film counter. Both the 
diaphragm (f/3.5 to {/22) and the shutter (1 sec. to 
1/500 sec. and B) have click stops. And a single lever 
adjusts the Seikosha-Rapid F-M-X synchronized shutter 
(which accepts a European push-on-type flash contact ) 
for all types of flash. 

Now to the taking lens—a four-element, £/3.5, 
75mm Prominar. The performance of the lens tested 
compared favorably with that of good four-element 
lenses on similar twin-lens reflexes. And other features 
abound. There’s double exposure prevention, but a 
button (near the focusing knob) permits you to double 
expose at will. A shutter release guard, when set, pre- 
vents making accidental exposures. You can take your 
choice of tripod sockets—one in the accessory shoe on 
the side of the camera, the other in the base plate lock 
which is turned to open and close the camera. The 
camera accepts accessories with bayonet mount. 

Loading is semi-automatic. You wind the crank till 
arrows on the 120 film paper backing are aligned with 
two red dots inside the camera—then close the back 
and proceed automatically. Price of the Kalloflex, 
$119.50; leather everready case $10.50. Incidentally, 
both the top and front of this case unsnap easily. And 
for the record all U. S. servicing of this well-made 
camera is done at the new branch office of Kowa Optical 
Works, located in New York City. c.w.

SYSTEM F— 





It’s news when you can interchange lenses on an Ameri- 
can-made 35mm camera in a matter of seconds. But 
that’s just what you can do with the new Argus C-44 
camera. We timed it. On the average it took us only 
15 seconds to remove the 4-element, 50mm, f/2.8 Cinta- 
gon lens, which comes with the camera, and attach the 
wide-angle lens (35mm, {/4.5 Cintagon), or telephoto 
lens (100mm, f£/3.5 Cintagon). Sometimes we managed 
to switch these bayonet mounted lenses in only 10 
seconds. 

Each lens is coupled to the rangefinder. To remove 
one lens, turn the focusing wheel so the footage scale 
is at infinity, or as far past it as you can go. Press the 
lens lock release (left, below) and give lens barrel a 
quarter turn counter-clockwise (body lens mount must 
turn too). That’s it! Installing a lens is equally simple. 
Just line up two red dots on the body lens mount (see 
right, below). Line up two more red dots on the lens. 
Then insert the lens so all four red dots are aligned, and 
turn lens clockwise as far as it will go. Actually you can 
do all this a lot faster than it takes us to tell you how. 


Other points of interest 


Essentially the C-44 is similar to the Argus C-4, but 
it does not replace it. The C-44 is designed for those 
who want easily interchangeable lenses. C-4 owners who 
want to use interchangeable lenses can still have their 
cameras specially adapted. But once done, lenses aren’t 
easily attached to the camera. Both cameras have a 
behind-the-lens shutter, bright superimposed-image 
rangefinder combined with viewfinder in one window, 
and similar general mechanism. 

Again, on the news side, the C-44 comes with an 
Argus-made, four-element, f/2.8, 50mm lens (at $97.50; 
leather case $10), rather than with a three-element lens 
as on the C-4. We tested the normal, wide-angle and 
telephoto lenses and found all three to be good. For 
a picture of the 35mm, f/4.5 wide-angle lens ($56.50),

and the 100mm, f/3.5 telephoto lens ($59.50)—both 
made by Steinheil for Argus—turn to page 119. 


Three Accessories 


The C-44’s flash contact is in the accessory shoe. 
You can either place the Argus Flashgun, a B-C unit 
priced at $7.50, in this shoe, or insert the Argus Varia- 
ble Power Viewfinder ($14.50), shown attached to 
the camera, opposite page. One knob on this finder 
gives you your choice of three magnifications corre- 
sponding to the areas “seen” by the 35, 50, and 100mm 
lenses. The other operates the built-in parallax adjust- 
ment. Suppose you want to use both the flashgun and 
the accessory viewfinder? That’s simple. The gun has 
a bracket which you attach to the tripod screw while 
the viewfinder is in the shoe (see page 119.) A con- 
necting cord (also provided) plugs into the viewfinder 
and makes your flash contact. (The switch for M-X 
sync is on the back of the camera.) Still another acces- 
sory, the Argus L-44 Clip-on Exposure Meter ($17.50 
with case and incident light adapter) fits into the shoe. 
This reflectance light meter can be adapted for low- 
light reading by adding the Argus L-44 Booster Cell 
(price with case, $7.50). 

But let’s go on. The 50mm lens is recessed about half 
an inch in its mount and has its own screw-in filter re- 
taining ring. Both the 35mm and 100mm lenses have 
built-in adapter rings for filters and come with screw-in 
sunshades. Cases are extra. Other features of the C-44 
system are: depth of field scales, helical focusing 
mounts, click stops on all lenses, plus color coding. The 
C-44 camera has speeds from 1/10 to 1/300 sec. and 
B, double-exposure prevention, cable release socket, 
combined film and shutter winds and a sturdy die-cast 
body. In short, here’s a new system—with many useful 
features.—CORA WRIGHT

THE FIRST ROBOT camera to shoot full double frame 
(24 x 36mm) negatives on 35mm film will make its 
appearance in camera stores shortly. The Robot Royal 
36 should fill a need among the photographers who find 
a rapid .sequence camera necessary but are unhappy 
with the square format (24 x 24mm) of all earlier model 
Robots. 

Aside from the obvious advantage of the new rec- 
tangular format—a larger negative and consequently 
fewer troubles in enlargement—color workers will be 
able to have their slides returned to them mounted in 
standard 2 x 2 mounts. Color processors have been 
returning 24 x 24mm transparencies shot with Robots 
unmounted and uncut in rolls. 

A spring powered mechanism in the Royal 36 allows 
you to fire up to 10 shots as fast as you can depress the 
shutter release. You can take action sequences which 
would be impossible to get with almost any other 35mm 
camera. It takes from 3 to 9 seconds to fire off the 
10 shots on the Royal 36, depending on your shutter 
speed. 

Aside from the change in format, the new Royal 36 
resembles the Royal 24 (Mopern, July 1954) with 
one important exception—the Royal 36 does not shoot 
rapid sequences in bursts. The manufacturers have 
found it necessary to sacrifice this feature in their 
efforts to produce a camera with a standard negative 
format. However, it does retain all the other features 
of the Royal 24—shutter speeds from 1% sec. to 1/500th, 
combined rangefinder-viewfinder, MX sync, inter- 
changeable lenses, and a safety button which simul- 
taneously blocks the viewfinder and locks the shutter 
release to prevent accidental exposures. Standard lens 
for the Royal 36 is the 45mm f/2.8 Schneider Xenar 
($229.95 with camera), or the 50mm f/2 Carl Zeiss 
Sonnar ($329.95 with camera), but a variety of other 
lenses, including wide-angle and telephoto are also 
available. - (Continued on page 127) 








WESTON’S 
MASTER Ill 


THE WESTON Electrical Instrument Company does not 
change designs in its exposure meters capriciously. In 
twenty years there have been only two Weston Master 
meter models: the pre-war Master I, the smaller. post- 
war Master II. Now comes the Master III. 

At first glance there seems little difference between 
the II and III aside from a brightly polished metal 
case which replaces the gray and black housing of the 
II. But there’s a great deal more. Inwardly the III 
meter movement, which has the same sensitivity as the 
II, is cushion-mounted within the case; the jewel bear- 
ings ride on tiny springs and, while exposure meters 
do not take kindly to 30-foot drops on cement floors, the 
Master III should take a few more jars than the II with- 
out damage or misalignment. 

Outwardly, most of the changes can be seen on the 
exposure control dial. The small window in which the 
film speed is indicated no longer reads “emulsion 
speeds.” It now says “exposure index” indicating that 
the Weston Master III is calibrated to ASA specifica- 
tions rather than the traditional Weston film ratings. 
(We'll get back to the importance of this later.) Aper- 
ture scales which read in 14; stops now start at f/1 
rather than f/1.5. Exposure indexes reading to 3200 
should take care of any faster films yet to come—at 
least for a while. There are two cutout windows on the 
movable part of the dial in which appear light value 
numbers for cameras equipped with LVS scales and 
also Polaroid-exposure numbers for the Polaroid Land 
cameras. 

There are other changes on the computing dial. The 
whole dial has been increased 1/10 in. in diameter 
allowing larger and thus more legible aperture and 
shutter speed numbers. To make the shutter speed num- 

bers even larger and more 
readable they have been 
further simplified. There 
are no more fractions. You 
can’t mistake 100 (actu- 
ally 1/100) for 100 sec- 
onds however. All full 
second and longer ex- 
posures are white on black 
while fractions are in- 
scribed black on white.

At the recent Master Photo Dealers & Fin- 
ishers Association Convention and Trade Show 
in Chicago, Elgeet Optical Co. announced a 
new cine lens. Called the Golden Navitar, its 
revolutionary design will undoubtedly have 
great importance in photography of the future. 
This is the first time such a lens has ever been 
produced commercially in volume and the im- 
plications of this development are enormous— 
not only for the movie field, but for still 
cameras and other optical uses. One of the 
elements of the Golden Navitar is aspheric in 
shape—-you'll find just what aspheric means in 
this article, and why aspheric lenses have never 
been made in great quantity.

Just what is an aspheric lens? In order to understand 
the meaning of the aspheric lens, one must first realize 
that almost all of the lenses used in cameras, binoculars, 
and other optical systems are composed of one or more 
elements whose surfaces are spherical in contour. That 
is, each surface has the shape of a part of a ball of a 
given size. For example, if one had a sponge-rubber ball 
of 2-inch diameter and he cut a small part off with 
a straight cut of a knife, the small piece cut off would 
have the shape of one type of lens. This “lens” would 
be “plano” or flat on one side, and the other side would 
be a section of a sphere of 2-inch diameter. Spherical 
and plano lens surfaces have been used almost exclu- 
sively until very recently because they were much more 
easily made than any other types of surfaces. In fact, 
the usual methods for grinding and polishing lenses 
tend to produce spherical or plano surfaces auto- 
matically. 

An aspheric lens, strictly speaking, is a lens that has 
a surface which is neither spherical nor plano. The sur- 
face can be a paraboloid, toroid, cylinder, or some other 
shape that can only be described by a mathematical 
equation. (It is in this sense the word aspheric is used

in this article. However, among workers in the field 
of optics the word aspheric is becoming limited to only 
those non-spherical surfaces that possess a single axis 
of symmetry and are specified by a general mathe- 
matical equation. ) 

Precision aspheric surfaces cannot be produced by 
the almost automatic process used to make spherical or 
plano surfaces. Their manufacture has involved highly 
precise generating devices and extremely patient work 
by highly skilled opticians. It is therefore of little won- 
der that high quality aspheric surfaces have had little 
application in the past. 

This is not to say that aspheric surfaces have not had 
application. It is interesting to note that they have been 
used both for extremely precise optical systems where 
cost is not considered, and for optical systems where the 
quality does not need to be high. An example of the 
use of aspherics of ultra-high quality is the astronomer’s 
telescope. The surfaces of its lenses or mirrors are 
polished to fantastic accuracy. Only expert optical 
workers are competent to perform this operation and 
the cost and time prohibit such techniques from large 
quantity production. On the other hand, aspherics of 


low quality lend themselves easily to high quantity pro- 
duction methods such as molding or felt polishing. They 
have been used for condensers in still and movie projec- 
tion systems, searchlight lenses, automobile headlights, 
magnifiers, and spectacle lenses. For photographic 
lenses, where relatively high quality aspherics are 
needed at a reasonable cost, aspherics have seldom been 
considered in the past. 

But why is an aspheric lens so desirable? It is be- 
cause an aspheric surface is capable of refracting light 
in a manner not possible with a single spherical surface. 
The lens designer has a number of aberrations which 
he must bring within tolerance. A single aspheric sur- 
face is capable of introducing controlled amounts of 
spherical aberration, astigmatism, coma, and distor- 
tion; these aberrations are used to compensate the 
aberrations of the rest of the lens system. This control 
is achieved by putting varying amounts of power in 
different zones on the surface of the aspheric. Spherical 
surfaces have uniform surface power and only the 
radius of curvature can be specified. Although the use 
of an aspheric does not automatically reduce all the 
aberrations to zero, it is a (Continued on page 120)

MOST OF Us are aware of the virtue of indirect or bounce 
flash. It can soften shadows (as well as the nerves of 
your subjects), distribute light evenly over an area the 
size of an average living room, avoid the relentless glare 
that’s often the result of direct flash. For the first time. 
MoperN offers a guide to correct exposures for working 
with bounce flash in the home. Heretofore this has been 
pretty much of a hit or miss proposition. But now, as- 
suming certain conditions, you can follow the guide 
and fire away in color or black-and-white—and be 
reasonably sure of getting pleasing results. 

The guide is designed for use in average size rooms 
about 15 x 18, such as your living room, where ceilings 
are of average height (8-10 feet). The exposures are 
based on the assumption that the flashgun reflector. 
whether on or off the camera, is pointed directly up 
toward the ceiling at all times. Do not angle the flash- 
gun toward wall or ceiling and expect these exposures 
to work. 

In addition, the exposures recommended are de- 
signed for shooting in rooms with medium dark walls 
and ceilings that are very light in color—either white, 
or slightly tinted—so that light will be reflected back to 
the subject. Dark ceilings will only absorb the light, 
rather than toss it back into the room. 


The effect of ceiling height 

Under the average conditions assumed in the bounce 
flash guide, ceilings are three to four feet above the 
flashgun (and also above the head of the standing sub- 
ject). If the ceiling is higher than this—or if both sub- 
ject and photographer are seated—the intensity of light 
will decrease simply because it must travel further 
from flashgun to ceiling and from ceiling to subject. 
However, the higher-than-average ceiling will cause a 
more even distribution of light throughout the room. 
For photographing groups or other subjects at varying 
distances from the flashgun, this better distribution of 
light can be very helpful. 

On the other hand, with lower-than-average ceilings, 
although you'll find more intense light on the subjects, 
it will not be distributed evenly over a wide area. 

For bounce flash on the camera, as shown at 
left, all you'll need is a (Continued on page 106)

M-2 bulbs should be used only in polished reflectors specially designed for them, with “X” sync and 1/30 sec. or slower. Set lens 
between one and two f-numbers lower than recommended for No. 5 or Press 25 bulbs. 

With focal plane shutters, use No. 5, Press 25 or M-2 bulbs with shutter speed slow enough to permit full width opening of curtain 
(usually about 1/20 or slower) and “X” sync. For faster action use FP class bulbs, No. 6 or No. 26, at 1/100-1/125. Set lens two f- 
numbers lower than recommended for No. 5 or No. 25 bulbs at 1/25 sec. 




















IF YOU'VE BEEN HESITANT about buying an electronic 
flash unit, you’re going to find it pretty hard to hold 
off any longer. There have been outstanding improve- 
ments in electrical design, styling, versatility, efficiency 
which make these units better buys than ever. 

Heavy users of electronic flash units will be par- 
ticularly interested in the nickel-cadmium storage bat- 
teries now available for low voltage battery packs. They 
are a vast improvement over conventional lead storage 
batteries since their life expectancy is 15 years, they 
are practically indestructible—aside from charging 
need almost no attention—retain charge for six months 
to a year, produce constant light output from the flash 
unit as the output voltage is constant, do not deterio- 
rate on standing, whether charged or not, and will oper- 
ate in the temperature range of —65 to 165° F. 

Now, here’s a report on five new, lightweight units 
with outstanding features. Maybe one of them will fit 
the bill for you:

of interesting features. The power supply is either “D” 
cells or an A.C. line, both built-in. A single toggle 
switch controls both sources. The vibrator is turned 
on or off by the toggle when battery operation is used. 
For A.C. operation, a line cord is supplied inside the 
power unit. This is plugged into a house outlet with 
the toggle switch left in the “off” position. 

The built-in A.C. supply is valuable not only for its 
use indoors to save batteries, but for forming the 
capacitors after a period of non-use. If an electronic 
flash unit has not been used for several weeks or more, 
it is advisable to connect the unit to the A.C. supply 
for about 15 minutes. This reconditions the capacitors. 
Otherwise the greatest part of the battery’s energy may 
be wasted in forming the capacitors. 

The recent increase in film speeds has made it diffi- 
cult to avoid overexposure with electronic flash units. 
The Expert IV makes it easier to solve this problem as 
it contains a half-energy switch. Settings of 80 or 40 
watt-seconds may be used for full or half output. The 
lower energy setting in addition prolongs the life of 
the battery as less energy is needed to charge the ca-

pacitor. An extension lamp is available for the Expert 
IV. The plug for this lamp, which must be handled 
carefully since it is fragile, is inserted between the plug 
for the original lamp and the socket on the power pack. 
Since the two lamps are in parallel, the charge from 
the capacitors is divided between the two lamps. The 
lens should be opened about 14 to one stop larger to 
compensate for reduced output of the main lamp. 

The power pack contains all parts of the flash unit 
except the trigger circuit which is in the lamphouse. 
A ready light and exposure chart on the lamp housing 
provides the user with an indication of the voltage on 
the lamp and aperture setting. 

Our tests showed that the reflector produces even 
lighting without hot spots, and indicated a guide num- 
ber of 35 for Kodachrome and about 250 for Tri-X 
film with 80 watt-seconds. 

The unit weighs about five pounds. List price: $69.95, 
without batteries.

Either 120 or 60 watt-seconds are available to the flash 
lamp, depending on the setting of the w/s selector. 

The increased drain on the batteries is met by using 
two 240-volt batteries instead of the five “D” cells of 
the Expert IV. Guide numbers are a bit larger with 
this unit—the lens should be stopped down about 14 
stop compared to the Expert IV, because of the 50% 
more energy storage. 

The unit weighs about 6 pounds with batteries. List 
price: $99.95. 


Braun Standard 

This trim, new, electronic flash unit has lots of fea- 
tures packed into the 734 x 5%4 x 3 inch housing. A 
built-in A.C. unit offers household current operation 
for economy or to form the capacitors. A vibrator 
circuit uses three “D” dry cells to provide portable 
operation at low cost. In addition a two-cell storage 
battery of the lead plate type is available for the heavy 
user. The storage battery fits snugly into the space 
taken by the dry cells. The (Continued on page 101) 


Ultrablitz Expert IV has “D” cell or A.C. operation with 
line cord supplied inside power unit. An extension lamp 
is available which (as shown) can be placed in parallel 
with charge from capacitors divided between 2 lamps. 





Cameras, lenses, accessories, trends here’s the latest 


NEW EQUIPMENT 


Hundreds of new products of all kinds were put on 
display at the annual convention and trade show of 
the Master Photo Dealers’ and Finishers’ Association 
held March 5-9 at the Conrad Hilton Hotel, Chicago. 

The following report, compiled by John Wolbarst, 
will give you a pretty good idea of what was shown. 


THE TRENDS 


Movies are “hot” and movie-makers are getting a 
wonderful selection of cameras and projectors to 
choose from. 

There was very little new in stereo equipment. 

Look for a rash of Japanese-made lenses for 35mm 
cameras with apertures hovering around the f/1.0 
mark. 

The craze for shiny chrome on cameras, lens mounts 
and other equipment seems to be fading—at last. Most 
new, high quality German and Japanese products will 
be finished with new kinds of black and satin chrome. 
Light alloy lens mounts are also the rule, with brass 
still being used internally for moving, wearing parts. 

Lens-addition turret systems are becoming more 
popular on cine cameras. With a twist of the turret you 
place a supplementary wide-angle or telephoto attach- 
ment over the normal lens, which is recessed in the 
camera. 

There were few new still cameras, and particularly 
little activity in twin-lens reflexes. 

Shorter focal length lenses are being used for both 
taking and projection of movies. The idea is to give 
more area coverage in taking, bigger screen images in 
projection in average-sized rooms. 

The slide projector business is in a ferment—auto- 
matic and semi-automatic projectors are the thing. 

Look for a whole new crop of hand viewers for 
slides featuring large rectangular lenses for group 
viewing. 

A Japanese single-lens reflex camera was shown— 
first challenge in this type camera from that country. 

The tiny M-2 flashbulb is being boosted in power, 
changed in color temperature, doctored in timing. If 
the tinkering works, look for it to kill off the Bantam-8 
and become an important flash item. 


MOVIES 


Competition in the movie camera field is going to be 
something fierce. Cameras are becoming easier to load, 
they’re cheaper, there’s a greater trend toward two-lens 


turret models, interest in 16mm seems on the increase, 
and there’s even an 8mm camera with a zoom lens as 
standard equipment. 

Kodak knocked the bottom out of movie camera 
prices with its new f/2.7 Brownie for $29.95. This 
camera is similar mechanically to the discontinued 
$37.50 model which also had an f/2.7 lens. The new 
camera, however, has a differently trimmed body and 
a “Sky Guide” (actually an exposure plate around the 
lens mount relating {/numbers to weather conditions). 

There’s a slightly more expensive Brownie camera 
with £/2.3 lens, “Sky Guide” and optical tri-field view- 
finder at $37.50. The viewfinder shows the area covered 
by the normal lens plus the fields of the telephoto and 
wide angle convertors which are available for this 
model from companies other than Kodak. 

Going higher on the Brownie scale, we come upon 
a $44.50 movie camera with f/1.9 lens plus all the 
features of the £/2.3 model. Incidentally, all Brownie 
models have fixed-focus lenses and a single operating 
speed. 

Keystone Camera Co. Inc. had the first 8mm camera 
to be supplied with a zoom lens as standard equipment. 
This lens comes only with the K-33Z roll film 8mm 
camera shown on page 81 ($239.50), or the $249.50 
K-42Z magazine unit. The f/2.4 lens on these models is 
made for Keystone by Ednalite Optical Co., zooms 
from 9.5 to 28.5mm focal lengths, and has a gear- 
coupled zoom finder. The lens is not available separately 
although it has an interchangeable mount. 

The K-28 Keystone ($87.95), two-lens turret ver- 
sion of the Capri 8mm roll film camera, has a tiny 
turret which accepts all “D” mount lenses. It comes 
with fixed-focus f/1.9 standard lens and 38mm, £/3.5 
long focus, both made by Elgeet. 

A lens-addition system is used in a new Wollensak 
Optical Company turret 8mm roll film camera, the 
Model 43. It has a fixed-focus 13mm normal lens 
recessed in the camera body. As the turret rotates, lens 
attachments pass in front of the normal lens to form 
fixed-focus 9mm f/1.9 wide-angle and 38mm long-focus 
lenses. 

Conversion (tungsten to daylight) and haze filters 
are built into the Model 43 camera body, and sun- 
shades and black-and-white filter holders are located 
on the turret. Exposure control has been simplified by 
a Weather Eye dial on the camera front. The camera 
has a built-in wide-angle viewfinder with etched fields 
for the other lenses. Price is $99.50. A single-lens ver-

sion, Model 42, is also available, priced at $69.50. 

Instead of a standard 25mm lens, Bell & Howell’s new 
200-S Auto Load 16mm magazine camera has a 20mm 
lens called the Sunomatic. This is another name for a 
simplified exposure system. Because of its shorter focal 
length, the lens covers a wider field of view than the 
“normal” 25mm lens. Price, with f£/2.5 fixed-focus 
lens, $174.95; with £/1.9 focusing lens, $199.95. Bell 
& Howell Co. 

Eastman has put a three-lens turret on the Cine- 
Kodak K-100 16mm movie camera brought out last 
year (see story on page 88). 

Revere featured automatic threading on its 16mm 
roll film cameras, the C-101 and C-103. The C-101 is a 
single lens model, while the C-103 has a three lens diver- 
gent turret head. New viewfinders have been added to 


both cameras and the claw motion has been improved. 
Price of the C-103 is $169.50 with f/2.5 fixed-focus 
Raptar Wocoted lens, and $139.50 for the C-101. 

The new DeJur Eldorado II is an easy-to-load roll 

film 8mm camera with twin lens turret. Price with 
Elgeet fixed-focus {/1.9 normal lens and {/3.5 long 
focus, $99.95. Price with same lenses, but normal lens 
in focusing mount, $112.95. 
MOVIE PROJECTORS: There was plenty of activity in 
movie projectors too with a noticeable trend toward 
*/4,-inch projection lenses in the 8mm field. The *4-inch 
lens gives a bigger screen image at a given distance than 
the normal 1-inch lens. More projectors are being fitted 
with easy-reverse projection systems; and swing-out 
gates and lenses make film threading easier. 

Push button controls for forward, neutral, and re-

A die-cast aluminum shell completely encloses the 
Keystone K-75, 8mm projector mechanism. One half 
of this shell comes off for projection. There are no reel 
arms. Instead, reels are mounted on spindles within the 
housing. It takes 300 ft. reels, has a 500 watt lamp, 
{/1.6 lens, single knob control for forward, rewind,

Also new in the Keystone line is the more conven- 
tional K-105 with 750-watt lamp, and reverse projection 
system. $149.50.

STILL CAMERAS 


There were less than a dozen new ones at the show, 
and of these, the majority represented refinements of 
existing cameras or improved models. The following 
were of particular interest. 

The new Canon V is the first 35mm camera to be 
offered with a 50mm, f/1.2 lens as standard equipment 
(see complete story, page 64). Canon Camera Co. 

A built-in exposure meter is part of the Zeiss Iko- 
flex Ic, and the meter needle sweeps across part of the 
ground glass focusing screen. (See New Products, May 
issue.) Carl Zeiss, Inc. 

There was also a built-in photo-electric exposure 
meter on the Zeiss Super Ikonta IV, 2144 x 214 folding 
camera. Latest in the Ikonta line, this camera is simi- 
lar to the model III, but does not replace it. Equipped 
with an £/3.5, 75mm Tessar lens, the Super Ikonta IV 
has a Synchro-Compur shutter, and light value scale 
shutter-aperture operation. Also featured are: a super- 
imposed-image rangefinder combined with the view- 
finder in one window, and self timer. $129. Leather 
carrying case, extra. Carl Zeiss, Inc. 

The Argus C-44 (see page 70 for full description) 
is an interchangeable lens version of the C-4, with 
a new type 50mm lens. $97.50. Argus Cameras, Inc. 


The Konica III (advance model shown on page 81) 
is a neat, fast-action 35mm camera with 6-element, 
48mm, f/2 Hexanon lens, a two-stroke rapid film wind- 
shutter cocking lever on the front of the camera, rapid 
rewind crank, between-the-lens shutter with speeds 
from 1-1/500 sec., FMX sync at all speeds, selftimer and 
double exposure prevention. Price about $130. Konica 
Camera Co. 

From Japan comes the Soligor 66, a compact, mod- 
erate priced 2144 x 214 single lens reflex with 75mm, 
£/3.5 Soligor lens, and a number of features which make 
it the only camera of its type in this price class—-$99.95. 
(See New Products item in the May issue.) Interstate 
Photo Supply Corp. 

The Tele-Koniflex was originally introduced a year 
ago but was withdrawn. It’s a 214 x 214 twin-lens re- 
flex with 85mm taking lens, part of which can be re- 
moved and replaced with a unit which gives the camera 
a 135mm taking lens, An attachment fits over the view- 
ing lens to match its field to the taking lens. $300 with 
both lenses. Konica Camera Co. 

Oddest camera was the Noble 3-35, a drum-shaped 
affair designed to hold three different kinds of 35mm 
films, simultaneously, permitting black-and-white and 
either daylight or flash color pictures to be shot at 
will. It has a Compur shutter (up to 1/500) mounted 
behind a Schneider 50mm, f/2 lens and will accept 
lenses of different focal lengths. Combined view and 
rangefinder. $299.50, with the 50mm f/2 lens. Noble 
Camera Mfg. Co. 

The line of Yashica twin lens reflexes ranges in price 
from $35.95 to $79.50. One, for $69.95, has a built-in 
exposure meter. The most expensive Yashica has a 
semi-automatic film transport with coupled shutter 
wind, £/3.5, 75mm lens, 1-1/400 sec. shutter with full 
range of sync, self-timer, and double exposure preven- 
tion. Arel, Inc. 

For the first time a Robot camera makes standard 
24 x 36mm negatives. For a story on the Robot Royal 
36, turn to page 72. Intercontinental Mktg. Corp. 

The Praktica FX2 is similar to earlier models but is 
designed to take an eye-level viewing prism. The new 
viewfinder won’t fit older model Prakticas. $139.50 
with a choice of lenses. Standard Camera Corp. 

Also shown were the Diax IIb, 35mm camera with 
behind-the-lens shutter and interchangeable lenses, and 
the Bolsey B3 (see New Products, May). 

Compactness is featured on the LaBelle Pal 35mm 
camera which is said to give two to four extra ex- 
posures per roll. It also has a 44mm Wollensak 3- 
element lens in 3-speed shutter with sync and double 
exposure prevention. $29.75. LaBelle Industries. 


LENSES 


By far the most important lens development shown 
was the Elgeet 12mm, f/1.2 wide angle lens for 16mm 
movie cameras ($129.50) which is labeled the Golden 
Navitar. It is said to be the world’s fastest wide angle 
lens and is the first of a coming line of cine and still 
lenses incorporating one or more aspheric lens ele- 





ments. For the details and significance of this, see 
the important story on page 74. Elgeet Optical Co., Inc. 
For 35mm cameras, main emphasis was on “normal” 
and wide-angle lenses of ultra high speed, all of Japa- 
nese manufacture. 

The Canon lenses are described on page 64. 

There was a 60mm, f/1.2 Hexanon with screw mount 
for Canon, Leica, etc. Price of this -big lens, $359.50. 
Konica Camera Co. 

A 9-element, 50mm, f/1.1 Nikkor with Nikon or 
Leica and Canon mount will be available soon. It has 
stops to £/22, is in a lightweight, black-finish mount, 
and will be supplied on or off the camera for $299.50 
(lens only). Nikon, Inc. 

A lightweight, black-finished, 35mm, £/1.8 Nikkor 
lens focuses to as close as 3 ft. and will fit either the 
Nikon or the Contax. $179.50 

An unusual item was a Nikkor 50mm, f/3.5 apochro- 
mat lens, in a chrome finish, collapsible mount for the 
Nikon only. It is said to give extraordinarily high defi- 
nition.

The first new Leitz 28mm lens for the Leica in many 
years is the Summaron f/5.6, designed to give high 
resolution without vignetting, even at full aperture.

There were a couple of huge lenses for 35mm cam- 
eras. The 600mm, f/5.6 Fern Kilar has 7 elements; the 


lens moves straight in and out without rotating. It 
takes gelatin filters at the point where the light rays 
cross each other. Weighs 6 lbs. Price of 600mm lens, 
$599.95. Kling Photo Corp. 

The 500mm, £/5 (to £/45) Nikkor is a 3-element long 
focus lens, which focuses to 25 ft. $550. Nikon, Inc. 

There is a new line of Schneider Angulon f/8 wide 
angle lenses in 47, 65, 90, 121, 165, and 210 mm focal 
lengths. They have 6 elements, two being widely air- 
spaced, a new design. Burleigh Brooks Co. 

Paillard Products Inc. showed a 10mm, f/1.6 ultra. 
wide angle for 16mm which focuses down to 8 in., has 
stops to f/22. Price $149.50. 

Another 10mm lens was the f/1.9 Berthiot, which 
focuses to 10 in. $89.95. Royal Photo Dist. 

Zoomar Inc. showed a remote controlled zoom lens, 
for 16mm industrial TV cameras, operated by electric 
motors. $700, without the power unit. 

There were two new wide screen lens attachments.

WHEN THE SINGLE lens K-100 made its appearance last 
year it was a movie camera with much promise. Eastman 
Kodak has now added the necessary refinements to ful- 
fill that promise. 

The new Cine-Kodak K-100 turret camera is bound 
to be many things to many people. Its operation is 
simple enough to be handled by even the newest of 
amateur movie makers. At the same time it has a raft 
of features that the advanced or serious movie maker 
demands for really critical work. And lastly, it’s the 
kind of camera that can be used for a multitude of pro- 
fessional filming jobs. 

Let’s take a look at the camera itself. The K-100 is

a 16mm spool loaded camera, sturdily constructed of 
die-cast aluminum and covered with black Kodalur. 
Its lines are clean and uncluttered. When you pick up 
the camera and hold it to your eye it has a comfortable 
feel. In overall size the K-100 measures 8% by 5°34 
by 21% inches. It weighs 714 pounds, including camera 
and three lenses. 

One of the most important additions to the K-100 
design is the three lens turret. Lenses and front ele- 
ments of the matching viewfinders are mounted on the 
turret. You just flip the turret and the right lens and 
viewfinder combination is positioned and ready. 

Take a look at the illustration above and you'll

probably notice that the lenses are offset. This offset 
mounting makes it possible to mount a six-inch tele- 
photo, a 25mm normal lens, and a 15mm wide angle 
at the same time, without having to worry about 
optical or mechanical interference. On many turret 
cameras that kind of combination would almost be 
certain to result in partially cutting off the field of view 
of one or more of the lenses. 

While the turret accepts regular C mounted lenses, 
the viewfinder elements require special Kodak mounts. 

The telescopic-type viewfinder is a joy to use, and 
easily one of the most outstanding advantages of the 
camera. When employed with a 25mm lens and view-

ing for proper framing. The finder focus knob located 
on the right side of the camera adjusts the viewfinder 
to your eye.

The field of view is defined by a rectangular mask 
inside the viewfinder. You can also see a good part of 
the area outside of the field of view—an aid in fol- 
lowing action. 

Three diagonal crosses etched on the field of view 
frame adjust for parallax. The upper or third cross is 
the reference mark. Suppose you were shooting a close- 
up somewhere between 214 and seven feet, using a 
25mm lens?

THE NEW Bell & Howell 70-DR is in the rugged tradition 
of all its 70 series predecessors. They say that any of 
the 70 series cameras will survive at least a fall from 
the top of a five story building or the machinations of 
a six-year-old boy intent on camera mayhem. We didn’t 
drop the 70-DR from a tall building and kept all 
curious children armed with hammers and screwdrivers 
at a goodly distance. But we do know that the 70-DR 
is quite a camera. 

Just what does the 70-DR represent? Here’s a camera 
that took more than its share of punishment under the 
most grueling photographic conditions. At the same 
time, the basic camera can be turned into a machine 


electric motor (8). These are many of the items that con- 
tribute to the versatility of the Bell & Howell 70-DR. 


that is capable of almost any movie-making assignment. 
A wide range of accessories can be added to the camera 
to suit the needs of the amateur moviemaker as his 
scope widens and his ability grows. 

First, let’s look at the basic camera. It is spool- 
loaded and takes 100 feet of 16mm film. The camera 
weighs slightly more than seven pounds with three 
lenses mounted on its turret. Don’t be fooled by its 
weight. The 70-DR has been designed to properly dis- 
tribute that poundage over its eight-inch-high frame. 
Many professionals use the 70-DR under conditions 
where tripod shooting is next to impossible—and hand 
held shots are the rule.

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ELECTRONIC FLASH 

The biggest thing in speed lights is 
that everybody is shifting to interchange- 
able power packs. An important develop- 
ment is the nickel-cadmium storage 
battery for power supply (see the story 
on page 78). And speed lights are get- 
ting smaller and better all the time. 

The smallest speed light on the mar- 
ket is one specially made in this country 
for the tiny Minox Camera. (See picture 
on page 83.) Powered by a 240-volt bat- 
tery or an AC power pack, it has watt 
second ratings of 43 (battery), and 53 
(AC). The Sylvania flashtube is re- 
tractable. Comes with either a folding 
fan or concentrating reflector and 
weighs 24 oz. without battery. Price, 
$82.50 (without battery or alternating 
current power pack). Kling Photo Corp. 

A meter on the back of the flash unit 
indicates the condition of batteries used 
with the Megalume 3, shown on page 83. 
As the available voltage decreases, a 
scale tells how much to increase ex- 
posure in order to compensate for the 
loss of power. The 50-watt second unit 
operates on AC, four D cells or high volt- 
age battery. $89.95. Nems-Clarke, Inc. 

Heiland has standardized on the 4-in. 
reflector of the type used in the Strobo- 
nar VII in its new Strobonars. Also, a 
ready light has been added. The new 
Strobonars are: the 61A, which is 
powered by a D-cell pack or a built-in 
AC system; the capacitor is in the 
handle of the lamp assembly. Price 
$55.95. The 62A is similar except the 
capacitor is in the power pack and the 
light head has a foot for accessory shoe 
mounting. It may also be attached to 
battery cases and mounting tubes. 
$59.95. Both units provide a guide num- 
ber of 28 with Kodachrome, Daylight 
Type. The 71A is a professional type 
unit with 510 volt battery. It gives a 
guide number of 40 with Kodachrome. 
An accessory AC power pack may be 
plugged in. $99.50.

The Dormitzer Zephyr (shown on 
page 83) weighs only 214 lbs. complete 
with a Dynaseal rechargeable nickel 
cadmium dry battery which gives up to 
75 flashes per charge.

Flash dura- 
tion is 1/2000 sec. The polished reflector 
is of a novel multi-prism type, and the 
unit is said to give a guide number of 
50 with Kodachrome.

AC power only can be used with the 
Ascor Model 101. It has a flash expo- 
sure computer on the back of the unit, a 
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push-to-flash button, G.E. 106 tube.

The Ascor 200 series consists of a 
powerful capacitor-light head unit with 
a variety of power packs available. Story 
on page 78. American Speedlight Corp. 

A single 414 volt “A” battery instead 
of the usual D cells powers the Hico- 
Lite Model 371. It also has a built-in AC 
circuit. The reflector has a golden tinted 
aluminum surface which is said to give 
better color rendition. The 371 is avail- 
able in 30 watt-second ($54.95) or 60 
watt-second ($64.95) versions. Hauman 
Instruments Co. Inc. 

Battery packs (D cells or two 90-volt 
radio batteries) are available for the 
U.S.C. Lifetime Flash Unit, Model 6550, 
formerly powered only by AC. Price of 
each pack is $19.95. United States 
Camera Corp. 

The Model “500” Hershey unit, a 
one-piece affair, has been split into light- 
head and power pack components and 
renamed the “600”. $49.50.

FLASH EQUIPMENT 

A fan-fold type flashgun for the Nikon 
camera has a reflector which takes a 
positive parabolic shape. The reflector 
has a dimpled pattern for even light dis- 
tribution. A guard protects the fan from 
damage when it is folded. This is a BC 
gun which takes a No. 505-type battery. 
There is a test light to check the charge 
on the capacitor or the circuit through 
the camera. The case is of gray plastic 
and comes in a leather pouch. This gun 
fits the S-2 camera only. Price, $18.75 
without battery. Nikon, Inc. 

The Votar flashgun has a fan-type re- 
flector which expands from a central 
hub out into a full-size reflector. BC 
powered. $11.95 with case. Voss Photo 
Corp. 

The Heiland Foto-Mite, (See page 
83), is a new BC flashgun of radical 
design. The body of the unit is a charcoal 
gray plastic and it has a spherical, pol- 
ished chrome reflector. This reflector is 
designed to deliver a different amount 
of light when used with M-2 and No. 5 
bulbs. There is a special M-2 socket 
which stays in place when the lamp is 


‘ejected, and the regular midget bayonet 


base flashbulbs may also be used. The 
reflector is designed to allow a certain 
amount of light to spill over the edge in 
order to reduce the contrast of the light- 
ing. And there’s a large exposure dial 
on the back of the reflector. The Foto- 


Mite is only 15% inches thick. 

A foot on the base of the reflector 
permits fastening the unit to an acces- 
sory shoe on top of the camera. In addi- 
tion, for cameras which do not have such 
an accessory shoe, there is a handle and 
a bracket which goes under the camera 
to fasten to the tripod socket. This 
handle is also designed to take the light 
heads of some of the new Strobonar 
electronic flash units. Price of the 
handle is $2 as a separate accessory. 
Price of the Foto-Mite flashgun alone 
without the handle and without bat- 
teries, $9.95. Heiland Division, Minne- 
apolis-Honeywell. 

Devices to make bounce flash easier 
have appeared. Masel Supply Co. had 
a piece of flexible gooseneck tubing with 
a foot on one end to fit an accessory 
shoe, and an accessory shoe on the other 
end to hold the flashgun. This gooseneck 
can be bent in any direction. 

Harwood Electronics Co. had a 
whole series of sturdy metal brackets 
designed to permit bounce flash. These 
are made to fit a wide variety of cameras 
and flashguns. 

Flashbulb manufacturers have rede- 
signed their M-2 bulbs, the idea being 
to make them more powerful. Sylvania’s 
has been balanced in color of light out- 
put to match the new flash-type color 
films. All the manufacturers seemed to 
have settled at a light output of about 
7200 lumen seconds for this bulb. It is 
obvious that determined efforts are be- 
ing made to make it into a substitute for 
the Bantam-8 bulb. This is an inter- 
mediate size and if the M-2 gets de- 
veloped a bit more it will replace the 
Bantam-8. Some work is underway to 
see if the timing of the M-2 can be 
changed to make it work reliably with 
M synchronization. 

Amplex Corp. will soon begin the im- 
portation of the flashbulbs without metal 
base which were described in MopERN 
PuotocraPHy, Oct. 1955, Page 125. 
These bulbs are made in Holland by 
Philips. The adapters necessary to use 
them in American equipment will be 
made here. 

A variety of new small batteries of 
high power for use in BC flash units was 
presented by Bright Star, National Car- 
bon Co., and Ray-O-Vac Co. There is 
also a new 2214-volt mercury-type bat- 
tery by P. R. Mallory & Co., Inc. 


35mm SLIDE PROJECTORS 


Everything is automatic or semi-auto- 
matic. Only a single new slide projector 
of conventional hand operated design 
was shown—the Argus Standard “300” 
at $37.50.

Some which follow this de- 
sign are manually powered; others 
operate with motors, and persistently 
clicking electric solenoids which do all 
the work. 

Electric remote control plus the Aire- 
quipt changer make up one type of 
semi-automatic mechanism. This was 
featured on both the Brumberger Rocket 
1317 projector ($84 complete ;—see 
New Products, May) and the Argus 
Automatic “300.” 

Of all the projectors displayed, the 
GoldE Mark V is probably the easiest 
to get into.

A new rewinder-splicer combination 
for 8mm was displayed by The Kalart 
Company, Inc. It has a plastic base, die- 
cast metal rewinds, stainless steel splicer 
blades and folds for storing. Price is 
$10.95 without cement; splicer, sepa- 
rately, $4.95. 

The O’Dell-o-Matic is a device to 
eliminate rewinding of movie films after 
projection. It was fully described in New 
Products in the January issue. Price, 
$19.95. O’Dell Industries. 

The Radiant Lamp Corporation has 
upped the power of its T-814 projection 
lamp from 300 to 400 watts. This is now 
being used in the Movie-Mite 8mm pro- 
jector. 

Most manufacturers of barlights have 
come up with folding models designed 
to reduce the size of the unit when not 


in use. Also, aluminum is taking the 
place of steel in construction of many 
of these units. 


FILMS 


Three new black-and-white films and 
two new color films were announced. 
Kodak Verichrome Pan roll film re- 
places Verichrome, Super-XX and Plus- 
X roll films in the Kodak line. There is 
a complete story on Verichrome Pan on 
page 56. Kodak Royal Ortho film has a 
daylight exposure index of 200, with a 
tungsten index of*125. The film is said 
to have considerable latitude for over- 
and under-exposure. Graininess is said 
to be less, and photographic quality bet- 
ter than that obtained with Kodak Super 
Ortho Press and Kodak Ortho-X films. 
Royal Ortho can be processed in most 
developers, except those containing sil- 
ver solvents, such as thiocyanates, or 
thiosulfates. A silver scum may occur 
when such developers are used. The film 
may be handled safely under a red safe- 
light. It is available in all standard 
sheet film sizes. 

Du Pont “SX” Pan is a new profes- 
sional roll film, available in bulk in 
35mm, 70mm and other professional 
sizes. It has an exposure index of 300 
daylight and 260 for tungsten. Exposure 
latitude is said to be exceptionally good. 
The film has a high red sensitivity. The 
film is described as being in the fine 
grain class. Tests by Mopern’s editors 
have shown it to be a very fast film with 
remarkably good graininess characteris- 
tics, considering its high speed. The 
film will not be available in 35mm car- 
tridge form, but it can be bought in 100- 
foot rolls or larger quantities. 

The Gevaert Co. of America re-intro- 
duced Gevapan 36, a roll film of very 
high speed, which was first introduced 
a year ago, but was withdrawn. The rea- 
son for withdrawing the film was said 
to be the necessity for processing it in a 
special developer which was not gen- 
erally available. The current version of 
the film can be processed in any standard 
developer suitable for other high speed 
roll films. The film has an ASA exposure 
index of 250 in daylight, and tungsten 
exposure index of 160. It is now avail- 
able in 120 and 620 sizes and will be 
introduced in the 35mm size later. 

A new 16mm Anscochrome tungsten- 
type film is balanced for use with 3400 K 
photofloods. This has an exposure index 
of 32, which makes it the fastest tung- 
sten-type movie film available to ama- 
teurs. The film is said to have wide 
exposure latitude, to give excellent de- 
tail in highlights and shadows, as well 
as in the middle tones. It is described 
as being without a color shift in the 
shadows. With a No. 11 conversion filter 
it may be exposed in daylight. It is avail-

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on them, male on one side and female 
on the other, so that the cases for two 
or more filters can be latched together to 
form a filter kit of two, three, four or 
five compartments. 

In addition to the individual filter 
cases, Kodak has a multi-compartment 
kit made to much the same design. That 
is, filters are removed or replaced 
through the side of the filter holder. 
The Series designations of Kodak filters 
and lens hoods will henceforth be in 
Arabic instead of Roman numerals. 

Special screw-in filters which can be 
left on the lens while the camera is 
closed have been produced for the Kodak 
Retina camera. There is also a new type 
of lens shade for this camera. Kodak is 
also making a variety of filter and lens 
shade kits designed for specific cameras 
of a variety of makes. 

The line of Tiffen filters and lens 
shades will have an anti-glare black fin- 
ish from now on. This is named the Ano- 
lite finish and is designed to prevent 
reflection of stray light into the lens.

Special filters and lens hoods for the 
Nikon cameras will soon be available. 
The lens hoods are extremely well de- 
signed. An elastic thread collar permits 
clipping the hoods into threads which 
are present in the front of the lens 
mount. Attachment is secure and the 
lens hoods may be mounted and removed 
rapidly. All of these lens hoods are 
designed to be reversed and put back 
on the camera lens for carrying. A lens 
cap then snaps over the exposed part 
of the lens and lens hood to provide 
protection against dust and damage.

There is 
an adjustable friction foot to assure a 
positive grip in the accessory shoe on the 
top of the camera.

It advances film, cocks the shut- 
ter for the next exposure and moves the 
mirror each time you push the shutter 
release button.

DARKROOM ACCESSORIES 


There was very little new equipment 
for darkrooms. This may indicate a lack 
of interest at the present time in dark- 
room activity, or it might just mean that 
the manufacturers have run out of ideas 
momentarily. 

The Saunders Co. had a novel type of 
borderless easel. This does not rely upon 
a sticky baseboard or similar methods of 
holding the paper flat. Instead the 
paper guides are a pair of strips which 
appeared to be about a quarter-inch 
square. However, on examination it be- 
comes obvious that one side has been 
planed down at an angle which cor- 
responds to the cone of light cast by the 


enlarger. The paper is fitted in between 
these two guides, which are pulled up 
snug. Then due to the angled side of the 
guide the paper is held in position and 
can’t come out the top very easily. No 
prices. 

Scratches in film which would ordi- 
narily cause a white line to appear in 
the enlargement can be made tempo- 
rarily invisible with Edwal No-Scratch, 
a liquid which has the same refractive 
index as film base. The liquid is applied 
with a brush and does not dry. Excess 
is wiped off and the scratches are thus 
masked. Edwal Scientific Products Corp. 

Permafilm is a liquid which is de- 
signed to be a film preserver, a stabilizer 
and an anti-static agent. It is said to 
toughen but not harden the photo- 
graphic emulsion, rendering it extremely 
pliable and scratch resistant at the same 
time. It also cleans the film very well in 
the process. $1 for 2 oz. bottle; $5 per 
pint.

Plastic impregnated glass fiber ma- 
terials are making their appearance in 
the form of darkroom equipment. Kre- 
onite, Inc., showed some photographic 
laboratory sinks made of glass fiber, 
which is said to be resistant to all photo- 
chemicals. Because the sinks can be 
molded into any shape, they can be set 
up perfectly level and depend upon 
grooves molded in the bottom to run off 
liquids. There are also developing trays 
in 11x14 and larger sizes made out of the 
same material. 

Columbian Enameling and Stamping 
Co., Inc., manufacturer of Cesco white 
enameled metal trays, turned up with a 
line of hypo baths made of a new shock 
resistant plastic material. This is said to 
be tough, durable, smooth and easy to 
clean.—THE END

same A.C. power pack is ingeniously 
adapted to charge the storage battery by 
replacing the vibrator with an accessory 
rectifier. At the same time the charging 
circuit forms the capacitor. 

The flashhead, pack housing, and the 
reflector are made of Polyamid, the 
chemical base of Nylon. It is almost un- 
breakable and is an excellent insulator. 
The reflector is unusual in that it will 
bend under force, being flexible, yet 
returns to its original shape. 

The reflector is also unique in that it 
offers a choice of two angles of cover- 
age, 50° and 70°. The flash tube is 
mounted eccentrically in its socket. The 
reflector is turned so that the tube is 
closer to the reflector for the narrower 
angle and further for the wider angle. 
This feature will be appreciated by users 
of the 35mm wide angle lens on minia- 
ture cameras as it provides satisfactory 
coverage for such a lens. 

The Standard has a storage capacity 
of 60 watt-seconds. When used with the 
reflector in normal angle position, our 
tests show a guide number for Koda- 
chrome of about 28 and for Tri-X 
about 220. The lamp housing also has 
an open flash button for triggering the 
flash lamp without a shutter cord. There 
is also a ready light. 

Although of excellent quality through- 
out, the Standard shows the effect of 
economy engineering in several details. 
The method of charging the storage 
battery is rather clumsy. There is no 
provision for a second lamp since the 
lamp cable is permanently attached to 
the power pack. The recycling time is 
about 20 seconds for the dry cells and 
about 12 seconds on A.C. and the storage 
battery. Price of the unit $55.50. 


Braun Hobby Automatic 

This elegant version of the Braun 
Standard has all the good features of 
the smaller unit plus outstanding addi- 
tions. 

The energy storage is about 100 watt 
seconds, providing almost double the 
light output of the Standard. The cord 
from the power pack to the flash head 
is of the’ convenient “coiled cord” type. 
This is a real convenience as it never 
gets in the way, yet stretches to 4 ft. 

For portable use, a two cell lead 
storage battery is supplied. The condi- 
tion of charge of the battery is easily 
determined as the hydrometer balls 
which indicate the charge condition are 
visible without opening the case. 

Three push buttons are provided to 
control any method of operation with- 
out the need of opening the unit or 
fussing with accessories. These buttons 
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control the choice of A.C. or storage 
battery operation. A third button offers 
full or half power operation, very use- 
ful when working close to the subject. 

The guide number for Kodachrome 
should be about 40; Tri-X about 300. 

There is provision for the use of an 
extension lamp in parallel with the plug 
used for the flash lamp. The lamp head 
also contains a switch for turning on 
the vibrator. This convenience makes it 
easy to operate the vibrator circuit so 
that the user is more inclined to use it 
only during actual periods of need. The 
list price of the unit, without cord, is 


$106; with cord, $109.75. 


Mighty Light Electronic Flash 

The Mighty Light shows how compact 
an electronic flash unit can be made. The 
entire works with the exception of the 
battery occupy no more space than an 
ordinary flashgun using two “D” cells. 
Since only the power supply is separate 
from the capacitor-lamp housing, versa- 
tility is obtained by providing different 
types of power supplies as accessories. 

The A.C. pack is small and operates 
with a recycling time of only a few sec- 
onds. It is one of the few A.C. operated 
units available with the Underwriters 
Labs (UL) approval seal. 

High voltage battery operation is pro- 
vided by the battery pack. This uses two 
small 240 volt batteries for a 480 volt 
source. 

The flashlight pack offers the economy 
of four “D” cell operation. The same 
pack is easily changed to storage battery 
operation by replacing the dry cells with 
four nickel-cadmium cells made by the 
Gould Company. These cells are the 
same size as the “D” dry cells but are 
rechargeable. Their nominal capacity, 
for electronic flash work, is 2.5 ampere- 
hours, which is about the same as the 
lead storage batteries used in other 
units. These Gould cells have a life ex- 
pectancy of about 250 cycles. This span 
is considerably less than that of con- 
ventional nickel-cadmium storage bat- 
teries, but ease of installation of the 
“D” type is of course a factor. Also its 
lower initial cost. A very small charger 
operating from the house current is 
available to recharge the batteries 
(takes about 8 hours). Our charger got 
rather hot in use, but this is normal ac- 
cording to the manufacturer. 

The charger has an indicator lamp 
which glows when the charger is work- 
ing. This is of course a convenience. The 
use of coiled cords for all connections 
coupled with the trim plastic cases make 
the Mighty Light easy to use. 

Small as the reflector is, it produces 
no hot spots. Tests show the guide num- 
ber to be about 25 for Kodachrome and 
about 200 for Tri-X. 


The Mighty Light De Luxe is the same 
equipment built around a flashgun with 
a longer handle containing a double 
capacitor. The light output is twice that 
of the Mighty Light. Price of the Mighty 
Light is $44.95; De Luxe, $59.95. 


Ascorlight 200 Series 

The Ascorlight 200 series brings to 
portable electronic flash the fine engi- 
neering design characteristic of the 
large studio installations made by 
American Speedlight Company. The 
units are strictly functional—there is 
not a wasted cubic inch. They are not 
glamorous but they really deliver light. 
A great variety of accessories provide 
versatility. 

The basic unit contains all the parts 
of the electronic flash except the power 
supply. The Dry Battery Pack uses the 
510 volt battery for short cycling time. 
Well over a thousand flashes may be ob- 
tained from this battery. An A.C. Pack 
converts the unit for house current. 

The Storage Battery Pack is one of 
the best we have seen. It uses the nickel- 
cadmium storage battery that has extra- 
ordinary life. This battery has an ex- 
pectancy of about 15 years. It should be 
good for more than 3000 cycles. Trans- 
lated into practical terms this means 
that you could use it every night for at 
least 100 flashes, recharge it overnight, 
and get 10 to 15 years service out of it. 

The battery pack is well designed. 
The built-in charger is permanently con- 
nected to the battery. To charge, it is 
only necessary to insert the power cord 
plug into the house outlet and turn the 
control switch to “charge.” 

The trigger circuit of the Ascorlight ° 
is built around a tiny relay tube that 
sends only minute currents through the 
shutter contacts. The possibility of wear 
on the shutter contacts is removed by 
this circuit. In addition this relay circuit 
makes possible photo cell triggering of 
unusual sensitivity. For slave operation 
by photo cell, reliability is assured over 
greater distances. 

The incorporation of a ready light 
into the lamphead, the use of coiled 
cords, and tilt adjustment of the re- 
flector on the bracket for bounce light 
are additional features. 

If two units are plugged together, both 
lamps will operate from one shutter 
cord. This system doubles the light on 
the subject as each lamp has its own 
capacitor. 

A guide number of 35 for Kodachrome 
and 220 for Tri-X produce good results 
in average surroundings.

One of the outstanding features of 
the 70-DR is the intermeshed gear ar- 
rangement between lens turret and view- 
finder turret. Turning one turret autfo- 
matically turns the other. If you mount 
the lenses and viewfinder elements in 
correct relation to each other, you 
can’t shoot with a one-inch lens while 
framing with a 15mm viewfinder. That 
was always a possibility with the earlier 
70 models. In addition, the camera will 
not operate if a lens is not in proper 
shooting position. 

The positive-type viewfinder can be 
adjusted for parallax from three feet to 
infinity. It also can be adjusted to suit 
the individual eye, compensating for 
variations from normal eyesight. 

The 70-DR is powered by a perma- 
nently lubricated spring motor that pro- 
vides a continuous film run of 22 feet. 
The ratchet winding key works in much 
the same manner as your watch. An 
automatic run-down stop prevents the 
motor from running past the point where 
it would begin to slow down, resulting 
in overexposure. 

Seven operating speeds are provided 
by a dial mounted on the right side of 
the camera—8, 12, 16, 24, 32, 48 and 64 
frames per second. Speeds are governor- 
controlled, thus assuring consistency 
throughout the 22 foot run.

mounted over regular shutter button. 


The basic camera does not have single 
frame action. However, by jabbing at 
the release button with the eraser end 
of a pencil we had no difficulty in punch- 
ing off one frame at a time during an 
animation test. 

We liked the location of the shutter 
release, in front of, and on top of the 
camera. It’s easy to get at and doesn’t 
present problems when you're trying to 
get a rock steady grip on the camera. 
Important, too, is that the amount of 
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pressure you exert on the shutter re- 
lease button does not have any effect on 
frames per second accuracy. Press too 
lightly and the camera will stop operat- 
ing—instead of sputtering. The frames 
per second dial may be adjusted while 
the camera is running. 

The 70-DR also has a critical focuser 
for through-the-lens focusing. The lens 
employed to shoot a particular scene is 
swung out of shooting position and set 
in front of the critical focuser. You then 
focus on the scene by looking through 
the eyepiece and rotating the scale on 
the lens until the scene is sharp. 

Although we like the idea of being 
able to focus directly through the lens 
on the 70-DR, by way of the critical 
focuser, we have certain reservations. 
For one thing, the eyepiece of the criti- 
cal focuser is a bit small. While it mag- 
nifies the image about 10 diameters, it 
doesn’t show the entire image us seen 
through the regular viewfinder. In addi- 
tion, the critical focuser is nearly im- 
possible to use unless the camera is 
mounted on a tripod because of its loca- 
tion on the right side of the camera. 

You must step away from shooting 
position when using the critical focuser. 
Still, if used properly, it means critically 
sharp focusing with any lens. 

The gear-driven footage indicator is 
located near the top of the camera. It 
must be adjusted each time you load the 
camera. We found it quite accurate, but 
occasionally forgot to set it after load- 
ing. 

Loading the 70-DR is easy because 
of its retractable film gate. Two rotating 
lock knobs open the side door of the 
camera. The film gate arm is pulled 
back and the film threaded through the 
sprockets, gate, and to the takeup reel. 

That’s the basic camera. Now what 
about the accessories that go into mak- 
ing the 70-DR system? 

There are two types of hand cranks 
available for the camera. One, the 
smaller of the two, is inserted into a 
socket near the bottom of the camera, as 
shown in the picture on page 90. This 
crank can be used for backwinding 
short lengths of film, about one foot. It 
is equipped with a dial calibrated from 
one to 20 frames. If you desire to back- 
wind greater lengths of film, upper and 
lower rewind arms must be mounted on 
the camera. These rewind knobs are 
connected to the film spools and take up 
slack film. With a little practice the 
crank can also be used to film really 
long scenes by forward winding. The 
governor system on the camera helps to 
maintain frames per second accuracy. 

The second and larger crank is used 
in place of the regular winding key. The 
regular key is removed easily and the 
larger crank put in its place. It offers

you are careful you can get excellent 
negatives with your meter set to about 
3X these exposure indexes. That is— 
1200 for daylight, 900 for tungsten. How- 
ever, you must do two things: base your 
exposure on careful meter reading of 
those shadow areas in the subject which 
contain important detail; use the de- 
velopers and developing times given in 
this article, or similar, powerful semi- 
fine grain developers. 

It appears that for this speed advan- 
tage you need to pay a price. Compared 
to Tri-X, the HPS seemed to produce 
unduly dense highlights (worst when 
developed in D-76, better with Micro- 
phen and X-500). After looking at lots 
of 11 x 14 glossies, printed straight with- 
out dodging or burning in, we got a dis- 
tinct sensation of better picture quality 
and less apparent graininess in the Tri-X 
prints. That’s our story; now we'll wait 
for the dissenting opinions to start 
coming in.—JOHN WOLBARST

simple metal bracket that adapts to 
your camera and flashgun. If your cam- 
era has an accessory shoe, make the 
bracket in the following way. Use a strip 
of Duralumin about 5-6 inches long. 
With a hacksaw rough out a foot on one 
end of the piece of metal, then bend it 
ninety degrees. By using a file, you can 
shape the foot to fit the accessory shoe. 
Finally, if your flashgun has a tripod 
socket, simply drill a hole near the other 
end of the bracket. The flashgun may 
then be attached to the bracket by screw- 
ing a tripod screw through the hole into 
the flash unit. You may need a couple 
of washers to insure a snug fit. 

If your flash unit has a foot-type at- 
tachment, you won’t need to drill a hole. 
Instead, cut a slot for the flashgun foot 
on the end of the bracket. This will per- 
mit horizontal bounce flash pictures. 
For vertical pictures, you must cut an- 
other slot—on the side of the bracket.

BOUNCE FLASH

flash-on-the-camera, say 3-5 feet. there'll 
be pronounced shadows in a face under 
eyes, nose and chin. This is because 
of the straight up and down path of 
light. (By functioning as informal re- 
flectors, open magazines or sheets of 
white paper near the subject may help 
to lighten the deep facial shadows of 
close-up shots.) At 6-8 feet. these 
shadows soften; contrast appears nor- 
mal. Beyond 10 feet. shadows are diffi- 
cult to see at all, and after 15 feet, 
lighting becomes extremely flat. 

Here’s where remote flash can be very 
helpful. By means of a clamp (to which 
you attach your flashgun) and an ex- 
tension cord you can mount the flashgun 
on a stepladder. lampstand, or door 
(see illustration, page 76). With the 
subject remaining in one spot, the dis- 
tance between flash and subject will not 
change. Hold the flashgun reflector up 
and at various locations and distances 
to determine the position from which 
the most pleasing light is thrown on the 
subject. Now you'll be free to wander 
about the room, choose almost any 
camera-to-subject distance, as well as 
any camera angle, and shoot with com- 
plete freedom. 

It is more desirable to use the flash- 
gun on the camera when you are moving 
from subject to subject around a large 
room. However, if you have a single 
subject or a group and wish to shoot 
from various angles without changing 
the lighting. remote flash on an ex- 
tension cord, as described, will probably 
be a better choice. 

Remote flash is desirable, too, when 
you are working with color. You can 
move the flash to the center of the room, 
away from colored walls which may 
otherwise throw color quality off con- 
siderably if a bulb is flashed close by. 


Choose the right flashbulb 

The type of synchronization and the 
range of shutter speeds on your camera, 
as well as the type of film being shot. 
will largely determine the type of bulb 
to be used. 

Due to the difference in color quality 
of light produced by M-2 bulbs con- 
trasted with the No. 5 or Press 25 bulbs, 
the M-2’s are not as desirable for color 
film. With flash type color films, use the 
No. 5 or Press 25 (clear) bulbs; with 
daylight type color, the No. 5B and 
Press 25B (blue) bulbs should be used. 

_The M-2 must be used at slow shutter 
speeds, 1/30 or less, and with X sync 
in order to get proper synchronization. 
At high shutter speeds the M-2 is in- 
effectual; and with M sync some light is 
lost even at 1/25 sec. 

The No. 5 bulb may be used at shutter 
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speeds up to 1/125 sec. with M sync. 
or at 1/25-1/30 sec. with X sync. X syne 
at 1/25-1/30 sec. provides about 1, 
stop (50 percent) more useful light 
than well-adjusted M syne at 1/125. 

For cameras with focal plane shutters 
you'll get best results by using them 
with either No. 5 or M-2 on X sync at 
slow shutter speeds. The shutter must 
be opened to full width to admit light. 
and for most 35mm cameras with focal 
plane shutters, this would generally be 
around 1/20 sec. or slower. If faster 
speeds are desired, use No. 6 or No. 26 
FP (focal plane) class bulbs. At a 
shutter speed of 1/100 sec., the useful 
light from these will be about the same 
as from an M-2 bulb at 1/20 on X sync. 


Reflectors vary exposure 

An M-2 bulb in a polished specially 
designed M-2 reflector gives about 1% 
of the useful light of a No. 5 in a satin 
reflector. The No. 5 in an efficient pol- 
ished reflector gives 50-100 percent more 
light than a No. 5 in a satin reflector, 
depending upon its design. 


For color, run a test roll first 

The exposure guide given here is 
pretty accurate for black-and-white 
work, but still, as we’ve said, it’s just a 
guide. When you expect to use bounce 
flash with color film, it’s advisable to 
run a test roll first. 

Probably the best color film tor 
bounce flash is the new Kodacolor. This 
has the greatest exposure latitude. When 
your exposure is correct, any of three 
lens openings would usually yield ex- 
cellent prints, all of which look alike. 
If in doubt with Kodacolor, err on the 
side of overexposure, not underexposure. 
Overexposed Kodacolor can be printed 
much more easily than underexposed. 

The opposite is true with transparency 
type color films, however. Overexposure 
with them results in complete loss of 
color, which renders the pictures irre- 
placeable. But if they’re slightly under- 
exposed, they can be salvaged in printing 
or may be adequate for projection. 

Even with transparency types, bounce 
flash extends the practical exposure lati- 
tude of films due to the soft, even illumi- 
nation produced by this indirect light. 
If you have a properly exposed trans- 
parency., lens openings one f-number 
smaller or larger would also have pro- 
duced acceptable slides, although not as 
readily as Kodacolor in this regard.

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LATEST COMPUR SHUTTER 
HERALDS NEW CAMERA DESIGN 


There’s a new concept in the Compur 
shutter that well may bring forth inter- 
esting designs in cameras of the future. 
In these, the couplings that operate the 
cock and release levers may be con- 
nected directly to the shutter internally 
instead of through external linkages as 
is the case now. This can lead to simpler 
camera design—not to mention fool- 
proof operation. 

Although not currently available in 
this country, the new shutter is expected 
to arrive in the near future. Its features 
will be a pleasant surprise for those of 
you who are used to seeing between-the- 
lens shutters with their ugly, protruding, 
manually operated cock and release 
levers. The levers have been moved out 
of sight to the rear of the housing. Op- 
eration is carried out by couplings con- 
nected to the film transport levers and

body releases of some present day cam- 
eras, and of others yet to come. 

This new design makes it virtually im- 
possible to make an accidental exposure 
by brushing up against the release lever, 
or to interfere with shutter operation 
by getting a thumb in front of a moving 
cocking lever. 

The only lever still visible is a small 
green one used to set the shutter for 
M or X synchronization or for delayed- 
action (V). Its location toward the rear 
of the shutter housing makes it unobtru- 
sive. In this position settings are not 
likely to be accidentally disturbed when 
you move the shutter speed dial. 

Advanced as all this is, the “new look” 
doesn’t stop here: light value scale, 
f-numbers and shutter speed settings are 
all visible together from above at a 
glance. 

Not only can you see the f-number 
and shutter speed combination you are 
using, but you can also see the other pos- 
sible combinations that will give iden- 
tical exposure. For instance you may 
be set for 1/60th at £/5.6. A glance at 
the scale will tell you that you can also

use 1 sec. at £/22, or £/4 at 1/125. Which 
you use will of course depend on whether 
you need the extra depth of field of £/22 
or the greater action stopping power of 
1/125 sec. 

For easy readability all numbers are 
in dark-colored ink on a matte chrome 
finish background. Light value numbers 
are color coded in red, while shutter 
speed and f-numbers are in black. There 
is also a third set of numbers, engraved 
in green. This scale has numbers from 
2 to 125 seconds and is used to calculate 
long “B” exposures. 

All in all the design of the new Stand- 
ard Compur shutter is quite an event in 
photography: its readability and inte- 
gration of scales will make it easier for 
the photographer to set and calculate 
exposures. This in turn will speed his 
picture-taking by freeing him to con- 
centrate on subject matter.—NORMAN 
ROTHSCHILD

larly exposed (ranging from over- to 
underexposure) and developed as rec- 
ommended (12 minutes in D-76 for the 
Verichrome Pan). Overall, the Plus-X 
negatives were denser and the highlight 
areas of overexposed negatives were 
heavily blocked up. When developed 
for 12 minutes, the Plus-X negatives 
looked just about the same as the Veri- 
chrome Pan negatives. However, when 
we developed the Verichrome Pan nega- 
tives for 18 minutes in D-76, they 
blocked up even worse than did the old 
Plus-X. From these tests we drew certain 
conclusions. 

When similarly exposed and devel- 
oped to about the same degree of con- 
trast, Verichrome Pan and old Plus-X 
appear to have about the same speed. 
The 12-minute development appears to 
be near the maximum desirable with 
Verichrome Pan. You can “push” this 
film tremendously in exposure (index 
of 320, for example, with wonderful 
results) but you should not push it in 
development if you want to get the 
benefit of its best qualities. 


Summing up 

Verichrome Pan has tremendous ex- 
posure latitude (see illustrations pages 
56-57). It is fast enough for much availa- 
ble light work and for bounce flash. It 
has the moderate contrast suitable for 
direct flash pictures. It is the happiest 
mate for electronic flash that we have 
come across. Outdoors it does everything 
that the snapshooter or professional 
could ask of a first class film. In other

parallax adjustment works: 

After framing your shot in the regular 
way, you note the position of the upper 
cross on your scene. For 214 to 7 foot 
distance you simply move the camera 
until the second or middle cross occupies 
the position formerly held by the refer- 
ence cross. The lower cross is for dis- 
tances of 1144 to 2% feet. Corrections 
have been worked out for other lenses. 

What about loading the K-100? The 
cover, on the right side, opens simply by 
turning a knob. Film fits snugly and 
easily into film gate and sprockets. 

The footage dial must be set on load 
before the cover is replaced. We rather 
wished that a completely automatic foot- 
age counter had been installed on the 
camera. Occasionally we found our- 
selves shooting in the dark because we 
neglected to set the dial after loading. 
The self-setting indicators are consid- 
ered to be inaccurate, however. 

With the door closed you depress the 
shutter release lever at the rear of the 
camera, running off footage until reach- 
ing the 100-foot mark. The camera is 
ready to go to work. After filming down 
to zero, you operate camera below that 
mark, assuring enough tail to prevent 
fogging of the final scene on the spool. 


Long motor run 


One of the things we liked best about 
the K-100 is the 40 foot film run on one 
winding. It takes about 66 winds of the 
handle to wind the motor fully. But once 
the camera is wound up you've got 
plenty of motor run to handle slow mo- 
tion shooting. where tremendous gobs 
of footage are often eaten up before the 
action is over. The long run is great for 
regular shooting, too. Often enough, you 
find yourself filming in spots where 
pausing to rewind means losing shots. 

A second dial on the right side of the 
camera keeps track of the amount of 
motor run you have left from the last 
wind—a constant monitor warning you 
to rewind after every scene. 

A dial located on the right side of the 
camera works easily and quickly to give 
16, 24, 32, 48, and 64 frames per second 
speeds. The dial works a bit too easily. 
A knock or brush can change the frames 
per second setting without your being 
aware of it. 

Single frame shooting is controlled 
by the shutter lever. You push the lever 
up independently of any other setting 
for an exposure of 1/20th of a second. 

An accessory hand crank is available 
for either forward or reverse winding. 
No more than two feet can be wound 
back at a time—about the right length 
for lap dissolves but limiting for trick 
and double exposure effects.

shutter. This necessitates gradually 
closing down the lens all the way for 
fades and dissolves. 

The crank is geared at two frames 
per wind. That means for 16 frames per 
second shooting you have to get in about 
8 revolutions per second; or 12 for 24 
frames per second, cranking forward. 

An electric motor is available for the 
K-100. Made by Camera Equipment Co.., 
the motor shown on page 89, has a con- 
venient platform for mounting the 
camera. 

MoperN tested the K-100 under a 
variety of circumstances. It took most of 
the hurdles in stride that the average 
filmer is liable to meet. It rode on the 
floor of a station wagon over some pretty 
bumpy roads and operated perfectly at 
the end of the trip. We shot with it in 
cold weather without trouble. 

One day we decided to do some tele- 
photo shooting and forgot to bring a 
tripod. The flat bottom of the camera 
made it easy to rest it on fences, car tops. 
chairs, and numerous other supports. 

During an available light session we 
found that the viewfinder gave a clear 
image even under poor lighting. 

Professionals may find fault with the 
lack of a 200 or 400 foot magazine. 
Under certain types of shooting condi- 
tions this could be a limiting factor. 

The K-100 turret model lists for $315 
with a 25mm Ektar f/1.9 lens, and $415 
with the Ektar f/1.4. Owners of single 
lens K-100’s can have them converted to 
turret operation for $56.—THE END

its performance in any way that we 
could determine. 

Our optical expert arrived independ- 
ently at exactly the same conclusions. 
plus some more. The light transmission 
of the lens is excellent. At £/1.2 it really 
is an f/1.2 lens, at least for the central 
half of the negative; the light falls off 
noticeably at the side edges. The other 
f/numbers are accurately marked. 

On the test bench the lens showed 
some flare wide open; it was no problem 
at f/2. The most interesting thing of all 
was that definition did not fall off at 
{/16 and £/22. The lens was well focused 
to the camera at all apertures, and there 
was no objectionable shift of focus 
throughout the full range of f{/numbers 
(that’s good). Our expert pointed out 
the engineering difficulties of making an 
iris diaphragm work efficiently at both 
{/1.2 and £/22, and said he thought 
these problems had been well solved. 
He admired the lens coating, and the 
finish of the mount. Any conclusions

about the £/1.2? Well, yes. It’s a valu- 
able item if you need it. 

Our approach to the 35mm, f/1.8 lens 
was similar to that used with the f/1.2 
lens. A semi-wide-angle lens of such 
high speed would be extremely useful 
for reportage under bad lighting condi- 
tions. Careful tests showed that this lens 
had a very flat field (which is good), 
that it did not shift focus objectionably 
when stopped down. At f/4 this was a 
“sharp all over” lens. At £/2.8 it was 
perhaps not quite on a par with an ex- 
ceptionally good older model Canon 
35mm, f/2.8 lens wide open. At f/2 and 
f/1.8 definition and ability to cover the 
entire negative sharply were definitely 
below what it could do at f/2.8. But it 
could take pictures of reasonably good 
quality in places where the older f£/2.8 
lens would be unusable. 


Testing the 25mm, f{/3.5 lens 


This is a completely new lens de- 
signed to cover an angle of 81° on the 
diagonal of the negative. When this lens 
was tested for light transmission it was 
found to be more of an f/4 lens than an 
£/3.5. Our expert was of the opinion 
that this was due to the fact that the iris 
diaphragm had only six leaves instead 
of the usual 11 or more, that this pro- 
duced a not quite circular aperture, thus 
cutting off a bit of the light. The lens 
was found to be well focused, to have a 
flat field (quite an achievement with 
such a wide angle) and to be otherwise 
well. corrected. When closed down a 
little bit, to £/4, which was actually 
about f/4.7, it was better in perform- 
ance than at its widest aperture. 

A lens of such speed and covering 
power would be of great value in con- 
fined areas where there is little light. 
Even at f/4 this short focal length lens 
has great depth of field and puts a re- 
markably deep area into sharp focus. 

The new Canon lenses are all set in 
beautifully finished black and _ satin 
chrome mounts. These mounts are a 
combination of lightweight alloys with 
brass for the moving and wearing parts. 
There are two other lenses shown on 
page 65. The 50mm, f/1.8 is a remount- 
ing of the standard Canon lens. The 
28mm, f/2.8 is a new wide-angle lens 
covering 75° on the diagonal. It is a 
supplement to the 28mm, f/3.5 which 
Canon has been making for some time. 
Unfortunately, we did not have time to 
run complete tests on this lens; there 
will be more on it in a future issue.

powerful tool with which to improve the 
performance of an optical system. 

At the close of World War II, Mr. 
Roger Hayward of Mt. Wilson Observa- 
tory patented a process for polishing 
aspheric surfaces with a new type of 
flexible polisher. Before this time, flexi- 
ble polishing had produced only mod- 
erate quality surfaces. By combining the 
advantages of flexible polishers and 
rigid polishers, Hayward succeeded in 
producing aspherics of extremely high 
quality. His method does not require the 
optician to perform the tedious and time 
consuming hand corrections that had 
been previously necessary. The most 
severe limitation of his polishing tech- 
nique was that it had to start with a 
fine-ground aspheric surface of greater 
accuracy than was usually obtainable. 

This difficulty was solved by Dr. A. B. 
Meinel, a brilliant young astronomer at 
the Yerkes Observatory. He developed a 
method for fine-grinding with accurately 
made grinding tools that could be ma- 
chined to any desired contour. Dr. 
Meinel used the combination of his 
grinding method and Hayward’s polish- 
ing methods to make aspheric surfaces 
of excellent quality for his research in 
astronomy. The only question that re- 
mained was the practicality of these 
methods for commercial production of 
aspherics. 

The optical industry today has started 
to prove that these methods can be used 
to produce high quality aspherics in 
commercial quantities. Several com- 
panies use Hayward’s polishing tech- 
niques in making optical systems for the 
Air Force. The Perkin-Elmer Corpora- 
tion uses both the Meinel and Hayward 
methods to produce a variety of aspher- 
ics for both military and commercial use. 


Encouraging outlook 


The outlook for photographic lenses 
is encouraging. It is safe to assume that 
before long the cost of making high 
quality aspheric elements will permit 
their extensive use in amateur and pro- 
fessional photographic lenses. In fact, 
the Elgeet Optical Company has just 
announced the first of a series of ultra- 
high-speed photographic lenses incor- 
porating aspheric elements. 

Today only a minute fraction of the 
lenses produced contain aspheric sur- 
faces. But as the lens designers more 
fully understand the benefits of using 
aspherics in their designs, and as manu- 
facturers realize that commercial pro- 
duction is now possible, this situation 
will change. We can look forward to 
sharper lenses of greater resolving 
power, wider fields, and higher speeds 
than ever before.

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Background data on aspherics 


Although the manufacture in quantity 
of high quality aspherics is a very recent 
achievement, the theory and fabrication 
of aspherics have a history that dates 
back to the seventeenth century. The 
French philosopher and mathematician 
Rene Descartes (1596-1650) derived the 
general formula of a surface to correct 
the spherical aberration of a simple lens. 
This discovery was of limited value at 
the time. One reason was that spherical 
aberration is only one of the aberrations 
the lens designer must correct in his de- 
sign. The more immediate reason was 
that nobody was able to make a lens of 
the shape determined by the mathe- 
matics. Although it was discovered in 
1663 that a mirror telescope having a 
parabolic cross section would be free 
from spherical aberration, a half cen- 
tury elapsed before anyone succeeded in 
producing a parabolic mirror of suf- 
ficiently good quality for astronomy. 

The advent of photography finally 
established the reflecting telescope as an 
indispensable tool for the astronomer. 
The early telescopes had very small rela- 
tive apertures (slow speeds). In search- 
ing for telescopes of larger and larger 
relative apertures, the astronomers had 
to turn to mirror telescopes because 
optical glass of the size and quality 
necessary for large lens telescopes was 
not available. Mirror telescopes require 
less glass; the quality requirements for 
uniformity of glass are not so severe. 

Refracting telescopes (lenses) still 
have application, but all of the larger 
telescopes are reflecting (mirror) sys- 
tems. For example, the largest refract- 
ing telescope in the world is the 40-inch 
diameter lens of the Yerkes Observatory, 
University of Chicago. Its aperture is 
only £/19. But there are some twenty 
reflecting telescopes in the world whose 
diameters are larger than the Yerkes 
refractor. The largest, of course, is the 
200-inch diameter parabolic mirror at 
Mt. Palomar. whose aperture is f/3.3. 

The acceptance of the reflecting tele- 
scope insured the permanence of the 
use of aspheric surfaces. However, in 
only a few other applications were the 
difficult-to-make aspherics used. Bausch 
and Lomb in America, and Zeiss in 
Europe, among others, used aspherics 
for spettacle lenses of such great power 
that spherical surfaces would be in- 
adequate. These spectacle lenses were 
custom made and were very expensive. 
Several manufacturers obtained patents 
for photographic lens designs using 
aspherics. One company announced a 
photographic lens using an aspheric 
element, but later withdrew it from sale. 
Evidently the production of high quality 
aspherics was still too difficult for com- 
mercial application. 

In the early 1930’s Zeiss produced

binoculars using an aspheric surface in 
the eyepiece. 

Because the aspheric was near the 
focal plane, the quality of the surface 
did not need to be too precise, although 
it had to be somewhat better than the 
aspherics used in condenser systems. 
This is believed to be the first optical 
instrument using a pronounced aspheric 
of moderate quality that was produced 
and sold in substantial production. 

In 1930 once more the field of astron- 
omy awakened interest in aspherics. 

Bernhard Schmidt, an associate of the 
Hamburg Observatory in Germany, de- 
vised an astronomical camera that com- 
bined the desired properties of wide field 
and ultra-high speed. 

The camera consisted of an accurate 
spherical mirror and a thin aspheric 
correcting plate to compensate for the 
spherical aberration of the mirror. 

Schmidt’s discovery was anticipated 
in part by an American, G. A. H. Kell- 
ner, in a patent obtained here in 1910. 


Aspherics in World War Il 

During World War II, the develop- 
ment of infrared detection and signal- 
ing devices depended upon _ optical 
systems of great light-gathering power, 
and Kellner-Schmidt systems were used 
extensively. This meant that aspheric 
corrector plates had to be produced in 
large quantity. They were made at the 
American Optical Company and at the 
University of Rochester, New York by 
sagging polished glass discs into ceramic 
molds, and at Polaroid Corporation by 
molding plastic in polished metal forms. 
These were moderate quality aspherics. 

Since then Kellner-Schmidt systems 
have found application not only in as- 
tronomy and military optical systems, 
but for many other uses where wide 
fields and high speeds are required. 
They have been used for projection tele- 
vision systems, and in cameras for X-ray 
fluoroscopy. Some of these systems 
have the speed of f£/0.6, not far from 
the theoretical limit of £/0.5. 

Aspherics have been used in the de- 
sign of microscopes and magnifiers by 
David Grey of the Polaroid Corporation. 
by Perry of Adam Hilger in England. 
and by Dr. Robert E. Hopkins of the 
University of Rochester. Dr. Hopkins 
also used aspherics in the design of the 
high aperture 120 degree lenses used in 
the Todd-A.O. wide screen movie proc- 
ess. Bausch and Lomb makes cylindrical 
elements for use in their Cinemascope 
lenses. Aspheric surfaces are also used 
in the reflecting microscope designed by 
C. R. Burch in England. 

But no matter where high quality 
aspherics have been used, they have pre- 
sented the same manufacturing prob- 
lems until very recently. Precision 
aspherics had to be custom-made at 
high cost.—THE END

Lastly, you’ll notice white dots spaced 
between the U, O, A, and C markings. 
These with the U, O, A, and C settings 
indicate full stop differences in aperture. 
If you want to change exposure by one 
full stop, these dots should make it easier 
to do so without resorting to memo- 
rizing the full stops or doing mathe- 
matics on the spot. 

Now let’s get back to the important 
news. No more Weston speeds? ASA 
only? Weston announced that both sys- 
tems of ratings would be published for 
owners of old and new meters. Their 
first published folder with both ASA and 
Weston speeds gives the following in- 
formation: 

“WESTON SYSTEM—Films for test 
are purchased across the counter at 
photographic stores throughout the 
United States. Exposures are made in a 
Standardized Sensitometer and develop- 
ment is done strictly in accordance with 
the recommendations of each film man- 
ufacturer with respect to developer and 
time. The film rating is then determined 
from the resulting characteristic curve. 
“EXPOSURE INDEX—Films for test 
are purchased across the counter at 
photographic stores throughout the 
United States. Exposures are made in a 
Standardized Sensitometer and the films 
are then developed to the American 
Standards Association’s specifications. 

“The interpretation of the character- 
istic curve of each film follows exactly 
the ASA specification, ‘American Stand- 
ard’ Method for Determining Photo- 
graphic Speed and Exposure Index.’ The 
film rating is then determined from the 
resulting characteristic curve. 
“NOTE—Color, black-and-white re- 
versal-process movie films and Polaroid 
material cannot be tested by the Weston 
or ASA methods. Film ratings for these 
are determined by exposing film in care- 
fully calibrated cameras and develop- 
ing the film in accordance with the film 
manufacturer’s recommendations.” 

The listings of speeds in the folder 
indicate that there is little practical 
difference between Weston and ASA in- 
dexes. Sometimes the Weston number is 
slightly higher than the ASA number, 
sometimes it’s the other way around. The 
maximum variation between any of them 
would only amount to half a stop or so, 
a difference which would hardly show 
up in a standard black-and-white nega- 
tive. So for all practical purposes, in 


general black-and-white photography 


the numbers are interchangeable. In 
color, however, the ASA exposure in- 
dexes seem about 20 per cent higher 
than the Weston. And it’s advisable to 
set them accordingly.

So Weston will continue to operate 
its own sensitometric labs as always, 
checking facts instead of relying on film 
manufacturer’s claims, assuring the pho- 
tographer of an unbiased account of 
each new film as well as constant re- 
checks on old ones. Those small Weston 
folders listing film speeds represent an 
extremely important but unsung Weston 
service for all exposure meter owners. 
Over twenty-five years ago, Weston labs 
established order out of the chaos of 
film manufacturers’ claims and estab- 
lished the Weston system, the first work- 
able system of classifying film speeds in 
the U. S. It’s good to know that Weston’s 
labs will now continue to serve with 
ASA exposure indexes and Weston film 
ratings.

made with Phenidone, a very potent de- 
veloping agent (Microphen also is made 
with Phenidone). 

The second reason seems to be its ex- 
treme dilution. It takes much more 
energy to develop the heavy concentra- 
tion of exposed silver halide crystals in 
the highlight areas of the negative than 
is needed to develop the small amount 
of exposed silver halide represented in 
the shadow areas. Thus, the dense high- 
light ateas quickly exhaust the much 
diluted developer in contact with them, 
so development there slows down (until 
you agitate the film again). During the 
same period the lightly exposed shadow 
areas do not exhaust the developer in 
contact with them and continue to de-

velop to their full density. 


| Don’t over-agitate 


This points up the importance of con- 


| sistent, gentle agitation with X-500. Do 
| not over-agitate—5 seconds each minute 
| is enough, and try not to whip things

The third reason is that X-500 causes 
a slight overall fogging of the film—not 
enough to harm image quality in any no- 


| ticeable way. This slight fog may add

fog-free negative. These are highly de- 
sirable characteristics for most photo- 
graphic purposes, but not necessarily 
desirable for the development of 35mm 
negatives exposed under bad light con- 
ditions. 

It’s the presence of the fog in nega- 
tives C and B (page 60) which accounts 
for much of the apparent difference be- 
tween them and negatives D and E. If 
you keep this in mind it will help to 
avoid misinterpreting these pictures. 


How to expose with X-500 

When you are dealing with fast films 
and powerful developers, over-exposure 
is the greatest danger. You will get best 
results from X-500 and 35mm films by 
giving the minimum correct exposure. 
This is best done by taking advantage 
of the reserve speed in the film, and the 
best way to do that is to set your ex- 
posure meter to an artificially high ex- 
posure index. With all Ansco 35mm 
films, set your meter at 2X the “normal” 
exposure index. With Ilford HPS, set 
it at 3X the recommended exposure in- 
dex. With Ilford HP3, Kodak Tri-X and 
new Plus-X, set the meter to 4X the 
“normal” exposure index of the film. 

However, to get correct exposure with 
these advanced settings, you must take 
a careful meter reading of those shadow 
areas in the subject which contain im- 
portant detail. And you must expose for 
those areas. If you do not, the resulting 
negatives will be underexposed. 

Do not worry too much about the 
highlights. As pointed out, X-500 at 
1:10 does not block up highlight areas 
excessively, and in an average scene 
any highlight area containing important 
detail should be easily printable. 

Although X-500 and the superspeed 
films produce the most spectacular re- 
sults, we believe that the developer does 
its most useful work with a fine grain, 
medium speed film, such as new Plus-X, 
or Verichrome Pan in the Bantam size. 
There the results are really outstanding. 

These films can be used at 4X normal 
exposure index outdoors or under tung- 
sten light with beautiful results. Nega- 
tives show very little graininess; con- 
trast is moderate; they print easily. The 
films are not embarrassingly fast out- 
doors; indoors they are capable of doing 
well under any but the most adverse 
conditions. 


How to store X-500 

Although X-500 has good keeping 
properties, like any other developer it 
will eventually deteriorate if exposed to 
air. So, if you start to use a quart of 
the stuff, it’s a good idea to break up the 
remaining developer into small quan- 
tities and store them in small, full, 
tightly stoppered bottles to prevent oxi- 
dation.— JOHN WOLBARST

portant feature in this type of camera— 
the Vitessa L ranks high. And the cam- 
era seems sturdy and well constructed. 
It opens and closes easily. Pushing the 
shutter release opens the doors, but 
does not actuate the shutter. To close 
the camera two thumb markings on the 
lens mount must be pushed with equal 
pressure. 

The meter is also easy to operate. A 
chart on top of it indicates which letter 
to use for various ASA, Weston and DIN 
film speed ratings. To set the meter to 
the correct scale, you rotate the knob on 
the back of the camera till the scale with 
the correct letter appears in the meter 
window. Outdoors and in brightly 
lighted interiors this built-in exposure 
meter was sensitive and accurate. In 
some low-light situations, however, we 
could have used a booster cell. And if 
you shoot with fast film like Eastman 
Kodak Tri-X or Ilford HP3, at ratings 
higher than the recommended ones, you 
may find the Vitessa L meter’s top rating 
of ASA 200 slightly inconvenient. In 
what way? If the meter indicates a light 
value of 11 with the scale set at “F” for 
200 ASA you need to use the next value. 
12, to shoot at 400. Incidentally, while 
the camera is designed to be used with 
the LVS scale you can set the camera 
by the more conventional method—but 
not easily. Push the LVS lever out and 
away from the LVS scale and hold it 
there. With your other hand set shutter 
and f/stop. 

The film counter (on the camera body 
just below the left operating side of 
the camera) is one of the most readable 
we've seen. But it must be set before 
you replace the camera back. It has a 
different set of letters for film reminders 
than you may be used to. N for black 
and white negative film, T (D) for re- 
versal color film for daylight, etc. And 
when you finish a roll of film there’s 
a man-sized folding rewind crank for 
rewinding that film back into the car- 
tridge. 

What does all this add up to? The 
Vitessa L is a darn good camera which 
combines a fast lens with rapid shooting 
and good construction. In addition. it’s 
one of the few really portable, collapsi- 
ble, 35mm cameras now on the market.

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NEW ROBOT ROYAL 36

Test shots made with the Royal 36 
and 2.8 Xenar lens proved sharp and 
crisp even at full aperture. Other lenses 
were not available. Like that on the 
Robot Royal 24, the lens mount is of 
the breech lock type. To lock or unlock 
the lens mount, you rotate a quarter 
turn a semi-circular locking lever under 
the lens. This lever looks deceivingly 
like the focusing lever on several other 
makes of 35mm cameras. When the 
camera is held in focusing position, 
should you mistakenly try to focus with 
this lever, you may unlock the lens 
mount, causing the lens to fall out. 

The semi-automatic film advance 
mechanism is wound clock fashion with 
a folding key located at the bottom left 
of the camera. The camera can be wound 
rapidly but the key has somewhat sharp 


edges and repeated windings may result 
in sore fingers. 

The loading system is a bit compli- 
cated. The film is fed from standard 
35mm cassettes into a special take- 
up cassette which has to be taken 
apart in order to load the camera. The 
take-up cassette is made of three sep- 
arate pieces and the film leader has to 
be slipped into a tight spring clip on 
the cassette’s spool. 

Although the Royal 36 is the newest 
design it by no means supersedes the 
Royal 24, which is still in production 
and on the market, for those who prefer 
the rapid burst features and the 
24 x 24mm format. Lens mounts for 
the two cameras are almost identical in 
design, but the manufacturers have 
thoughtfully made a minor change in 
the mount of the Royal 36 to prevent 
accidental interchanging between the 
two cameras. Lenses for the Royal 24 of 


course do not cover the larger 24mm x 
36mm format of the Royal 36. 

We had the Robot Royal 36 in pretty 
constant use for over a month. Unlike 
the many other sequence cameras that 
have come and gone from the market. 
the Robot didn’t misfire or jam. It 
always worked with the efficiency that 
has continuously marked the products 
of this camera line. It was certainly an 
excellent and dependable 35mm camera.

and valued this trend is unique: 

Clare Mallison managed the inter- 
nationally famous Vogue Studio for 
many years and was instrumental in the 
development of many of today’s out- 
standing photographers. 

George Greb has been recognized for 
many years as a man dedicated to pho- 
tographic techniques and _ processes. 
One of the great photographers in the 
field today, he is gifted with an immense 
organizing ability. 

Bill Symons was Public Relations 
Director for United Aircraft Corp., Ad 
Director for McGregor Sportswear, Ad- 
vertising Coordinator for W. T. Grant 
Company. 

The group operates from three stu- 
dios, the largest one at 240 East 45th 
Street, New York City—another in New 
York at 214 East 41st Street consisting 
of a group of studios including a sky- 
light studio. The studio in Detroit is 
probably the most unusual in the U.S.., 
if not the largest. The Majestic Theatre 
(an ex-movie house) was completely 
disemboweled—balcony and boxes re- 
moved, etc., and a shooting space of 
100x100 (40 ft. ceiling) evolved with 
no pillars, no obstructions. 

The 45th Street studio has been de- 
scribed as “more like a Hollywood movie 
set than a still photography studio.” It 
has a shooting area of 3700 sq. ft., a 
black-and-white negative darkroom, an 
Ektachrome darkroom, two print rooms, 
a fully equipped kitchen, and a dress- 
ing room. Three or four large and elabo- 
rate studio set-ups may be photo- 
graphed simultaneously. 


Equipment 

The studio lighting equipment in- 
cludes six 2000-watt spots, six 5000-watt 
floods, six 750-watt spots, six 1500-watt 
floods, a dozen small spots, and forty 
500-watt floods. Three “spiders” each 
provide 22,000 watts, making a total of 
66,000 watts available at any one time 
for studio lighting. In addition to the 
66,000 watts of tungsten available, the 
studio also has 29 Ascor power packs, 
and nine studio speedlight heads. 

Camera equipment includes eight 
modern 8x10 Deardorf view cameras, 
one Kodak 11x14, a 5x7 Deardorf, 5 
Rolleiflexes, a Leica and a large closet- 
ful of lenses ranging from wide-angle 
to 24 in. telephotos. 

When asked the chances of success 
for the lucky winners of MopERN’s con- 
test who will be apprenticed to Pho- 
tography Place, George Greb answered: 
“There is, of course, no pat formula for 
success in any field. However, I would 
say that some of the essentials include a 
burning desire to photograph and be a 
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photographer, plenty of initiative, sensi- 
tivity, good taste and eye for design, the 
ability to conceive and to create, and 
to work, and work, and work.” 

MoperN asked the same question of 
other photographers at Photography 
Place and obtained these answers: 

Don Honeyman, who specializes in 
high fashion illustration and who has 
been with Vogue in New York, Paris 
and London: “Well, let’s put it this way; 
I was a 1940 prize winner in the Vogue 
photo contest, and my prize included an 
apprenticeship at the Vogue Studios. 
I think that many young photographers 
need an outside stimulus to keep them 
out of a rut and raise their standards.” 

Photographer Leslie Rousseau, charm- 
ing and attractive brunette ex-model: 
“Of course an apprenticeship is not 
enough in itself to make a photographer. 
To be successful he must be sensitive, 
and curious; he must look, he must see, 
he must care.” 

Norman Parkinson, famous for his 
elegant photographic art in the British 
and American Vogue: “In the old days 
people who wanted to learn an art or 
a craft were apprenticed for years. 
Whether a man wanted to be a painter 
or a carpenter, he was apprenticed. 
Technique is very important, until you 
get to the stage when you have perfected 
your technique to such a degree that 
you no longer have to think about it. 
This takes years; that is why a good 
apprenticeship is so important.” 

Bruce Knight, ex Conde Nast art 
director: “Technique is purely second- 
ary—it must be taken for granted that 
you are a good technician. You must 
have an eye for pictures—and taste has 
to be developed. If the potential pho- 
tographer does not already have an art 
background he must study design, ex- 
pose himself to great pictures, go to 
museums.” 

Other photographers at Photography 
Place are: 

Cecil Beaton, author of many books, 
world traveler, artist and photographer 
to the English royal family. 

Henry Clarke provides Vogue maga- 
zine with highly creative photographic 
fashion coverage from Paris. 

William Grigsby is especially well 
known for his interior photography in 
House and Garden and elsewhere. 

Sante Forlano, recent art discovery of 
Vogue and a tremendous force in the 
field ef contemporary photographers. 

This, then, is Photography Place. A 
strange blend of technology and culture, 
artists and technicians. For any young 
photographer interested in the top ad- 
vertising and commercial fields, an ap- 
prenticeship there is like a key to heaven. 
And if you would like to be an appren- 
tice at Photography Place, all you have 
to do now is win the contest.—THE END

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Wide screen movie making is no 
longer the private domain of the pro- 
fessional cameraman. More and more 
amateurs are adopting anamorphic tech- 
niques—or starting to think about wide 
screen filming as something they would 
like to try. 

One of the latest anamorphic lenses 
is the Superama 16, a five-element unit 
designed for the amateur. It is used for 
both taking and projecting 16mm film. 

The Superama 16 can be mounted 
on any lens of 25mm focal length or 
greater, including telephoto lenses. 
However, with lenses of less than 32mm 
focal length, a high degree of vignetting 
occurs at the edges of the image. 

According to the manufacturer, the 
best lens to use with the Superama 16 
is an objective of 35mm focal length 
or greater. Especially recommended are 
the helical focusing lenses found on 
Leica cameras. Of course, you'll need 
a C mount adapter if you employ a still 
camera lens. Lenses with rotating focus- 
ing mounts are not suitable with the 
Superama. Nor can wide angle movie 
lenses be used with Superama. Zoom 
lenses can be utilized as the prime lens. 
providing they are used from 32mm 
focal length up. 

One of the unusual features of the 
Superama is its focusing system. The 
lens has two overlapping scales, one 
marked in white, and the other in red. 
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Superama 16, wide screen lens, is mounted on regular camera lens. It is also 
mounted on projection lens for showing films with a 2.66 to 1 ratio. 


New Anamorphic Lens for 
Amateur Wide Screen Movies 


The white scale reads from eight feet 
to infinity. The red scale reads from five 
feet to seven feet. 

Unlike other lenses, the helieal mount 
of the Japanese-made Superama is fully 
extended at the infinity setting. The lens 
is depressed for near distances. The op- 
posite is true of other lenses. 

The Superama is fitted to your lens 
with a triple adapter supplied with the 
lens. Adapters have a one-inch hole that 
must be reamed out for a perfect lens 
fit. An adapter for either a silent or 
sound projector is also supplied. 

Mopern’s test showed the lens to be 
acceptably sharp. Because of the overall 
size of the Superama 16 and the prime 
lens a tripod is practically a must. 

No special viewfinder is presently 
available for the Superama 16. A view- 
finder of half the focal length of the 
prime lens will give approximately the 
horizontal coverage of the Superama. 
Proper masking provides the 2.66 to 1 
image ratio produced by the ana- 
morphic unit. On some cameras you may 
find that the length of the Superama 
barrel interferes with the viewfinder. 
The viewfmder may have to be offset. 

We found the projected image to be 
a real stopper when enough room was 
available for a really big picture. 

The Superama, distributed by Radiant 
Mfg. Co., lists for $159.50 for silent pro- 
jectors, and $169.50 for sound.—mM.A.m.
